4 BRITISH SOLDIERS KILLED 
FIGHTING REBELS IN INDIA 


English Attack by Land and Air in 
Attempt to Catch Fakir 
._ of Ipi. 

SIMLA, India, July 16.—Four Brit- 
ish privates and two native soldiers 
were killed today in an attempt to 
bag the elusive Fakir of Ipi, who 
has led a revolt of northwest fron- 
tier tribesmen.since spring. A com- 
munique announced the soldiers 
were killed in a fight with the 
tribesmen near the cave of the fakir 
in the wilds of Waziristan.

Minorities Problem Enters 
Decisive Stage Tomorrow 
When Constitutional Re- 
form Is Up.

PRAHA, Czechoslovakia, July ‘16. 
—The Czechoslovak Government .

“brutal and disturbing” interfer- 
ence in the republic’s negotiations 
with its Sudeten German minority. 

The charge was included in an 
official. statement denying. a _ re- 
port by the. German official news 
agency, of new Czechoslovak troop 
movements. : 

Czechoslovakia intends to give 
the Germans as well as other mi- 
nority groups.every possibility to 
co-operate in solving the minorities 
problem ‘which enters a decisive 
stage Monday, the statement said. 

But, despite the Govérnment’s 
goodwill and despite its liberal at- 
titude, the Government declared 
certain foreign propaganda is 
“rudely impeding thesé  negotia- 


day Will conduct a decisivé meeti 
of the Cabinet's sub-coniiiiittee on 
constitutional reform, ~. 

The road then is expected to be 
cleared for concrete négotiations 
with the Republic's minorities. 

The most clamorous for autono- 
my and othér concessions are the 
Sudeten Germans. A danger be- 
hind the demands of the Sudeten 
Germans is the fact that Fuehrer 
Hitler of Germany has proclaimed 
himself their protector: 

Czechoslovak leaders hope Parlia- 
ment may be convoked July 25 to 
pass the Cabinet’s three-fold set 
of bills for language autonomy, the 
nationalities statute and adminis- 
trative reform. 

Importance of Negotiations. 

They pointed out, however, that 
exhaustive negotiations with lead- 
ers of various minority groups are 
more important than adherence to 
July 25 as the convocation date. 

Among Czechoslovakia’s minor- 
ities are nearly 3,500,000 Germans, 
690,000 Hungarians and 550,000 Rus- 
sians. The country has a total 
population of more than 15,000,000 
persons. 

Government spokesmen said 
nothing was further from the Gov- 
érnment’s thoughts than to force 
its measures upon the minorities 
without giving ample opportunity 
for discussion and clarification in 
deliberations before bringing them 
before Parliament. 

The Government therefore would 
not hesitate to postpone temporar- 
ily the convocation of Parliament 
if minority leaders would gain, de- 
sired time for reflection and dis- 
cussion. 

“Every Op . 

“There is no desire or intention 
to create a fait accompli for the 
Sudeten Germans,” an officia) 
spokesman: said. “On the contrary, 
| we want them to have every oppor- 
tunity to ask questions.” 

Under the proposed nationalities 
statute, reliable sources indicated 
the Government probably would 
convert existing governmental dis- 
trict boards into provincial legisla- 
tures. 

Members of the board have been 
appointed by the Government. Un- 
der the reported plan, these diets,

McMinn geaid the complainants, 
whose names he declined to reveal, 
first complained in writing to the 
chairman of the Madison County 
Board of Supervisors and the May- 
ors of Alton, Granite City, Hd 
wardgville, Madison and ra i 
and then appealed to the State 
Commission on the their 
protests were not acted on. 

Under Illinois law, the board 
chairman. and mayors aré ¢éx-of- 
ficio liquor commissioners for their 
jurisdictions. : 

McMinn said the citations cov- 
ered approximately 75 per cent of 
the taverns in the county, the re 
maining 25 per cent having. been 
found by a commission investiga- 
tion to be operating no slot ma- 
chines. About 250: operators who 
had applied for. State license re- 
newals were notified of the hear 
ing by mail, and 125. others who 
had failéd to reapply for’ permits 
were served by commission agents. 

Slot machines were the basis of 
similar wholesale citations the 
commission has issued in the past 
in Cairo, Quincy, East St. Louis, 
Mendota and St. Clair, Alexander | 
and Pulaski Counties. In each 
instance the commission decreed 
that the machines be removed 
within a specified period as a con- 
dition for State licenses.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 16. — 
The failure of Congressman Joseph 
p Shannon of Kansas City publicly

preme Court is causing much specu- 
istion among Democratic politicians 
on whether Shannon will join in the 
effort of Boss Tom Pendergast to 
defeat Supreme Judge James M. 
Douglas and nominate Circuit 
Judge James V. Billings. 

Shannon refused today to discuss 
the contest when asked by the cor- 
respondent which of the two candi- 
dates he and his following would 
support in the primary, which is 
only two weeks away. 

While it cannot be said that 
there has been any direct action by 
Shannon, whose political strength in 
Jackson County is second to that of 
Pendergast, and who usually co-op- 
erates With the Boss in elections, 
the mere fact that he is not out- 
spokenly for Judge Billings fas 
given rise to rumors that the Shan- 
non strength may be thrown to 
Judge Douglas. 

Question of How Big the Lead. 

If Shannon should go for Doug- 
as, Billings would still carry Jack- 
son County by a sizable majority 
and the Billings lead in the county 
might go as low as 35,000. This 
would virtually assure a Douglas 
victory in the State by a big ma- 
jority. 

While Pendergast rules Kansas 
City politics with.firmness, it is a 
known fact that the leaders of the 
several factions which make up the 
Pendergast strength are restless un- 
der the rule and that a sign of real 
weakness in Pendergast will mean 
a breaking up of the organization, 
with each of several leaders trying 
to assume command of a majority 
faction. 

There is little probability that 
there will be any definite break-up 
before the primary, but it is not 
beyond the realm of speculation 
for the politicians to consider the 
possibility that Shannon might at- 
tempt an alliance with Gov. Stark, 
whose break with Pendergast has 
cut the Kansas City Democrats off 
from connection with the State 
administration. 


If there should develop a Stark-’ 


Shannon alliance, Shannon stands 
to gain in State patronage as the 
break between the Governor and 
Pendergast seemingly is so wide 
that within a few weeks all the 
Pendergast followers who are hold- 
ing jobs under the Governor will be 
discharged. 

No Real Bar to Alliance. . 
‘The fact that the Governor has 
given Shannon no consideration in 
State appointments thus far, does 
hot necessarily mean that Shannon 
would not be willing to deal now 
with the Governor. 

With his faction working with 
Pendergast for Stark in the pri- 
Mary two years ago, Shannon had

tion of the Governor. It is known 
that Shannon has felt that the 
Governor “sold him down the riv- 
er’ by an agreement with Pender- 
ast that the latter should have 
the control of Kansas City State 
patronage.

There is no doubt that Pender- 
gast exerted himself to the utmost 
in the municipal primary. Informed 
politicians profess to be unable to 
see how he can do much more for 
Billings in this primary than he 
did for his mayoralty candidate. 
However, if. Shannon holds fast for 
Billings, the Billings vote might go 
to 90,000 or 100,000. 

Various estimates are heard as 
to the Douglas vote. Some in- 
formed politicians put it as low as 
15,000 in all of Jackson County, 
though others insist that with the 
votes actually counted, as it is ex- 
pected they will be under the Stark 
election board, there need be no 
surprise if Douglas should get as 
many as 45,000. 

On the record of past perform- 
ances, there is really no reason to 
believe that the total vote in the 
county in the Democratic primary 
will exceed 120,000. 

In Light of Past Votes. 

If 120,000 should be the total vote 
in the county, about 100,000 would 
be cast in Kansas City. In 1932, 
when Pendergast was supporting 
Charles M. Howell for the nomi- 
nation for United States Senator, 
122,209 votes were cast in the coun- 
ty, the machine getting 101,259 for 
Howell. That was before the pres- 
ent Election Board in Kansas City 
cut off the huge “ghost” vote. Of 
the 101,000, the Kansas City vote 
for Howell was 90,235 and the vote 
in the county outside of Kansas 
City was 19,199. 

It is difficult to see how Pender- 
gast can give Billings more under 
the present voting conditions than 
he gave Howell under the condi- 
tions existing in 1932, or, in fact, 
how he can give Billings as many 
as he gave Howell. 

Taking into consideration all of 
the conditions, the estimate on the 
Jackson County vote which now 
seems most dependable, not tak- 
ing into consideration a possible 
break-away by the Shannon fac- 
tion, is that Billings will get about 
95,000 votes in the county, and that 
Douglas will get about 25,000 votes. 
This would mean a Billings Jack- 
son County majority of 70,000. 

However, there is little record to 
go by in figuring the anti-Pender- 
gast vote, as this will be the first 
state primary or election in many 
years in which the votes in Kan- 
sas City will be counted instead of 
merely consisting of totals entered 
by election officials. The Douglas 
vote might go considerably above 
25,000, and the extent to which it 
goes above that figure will mean a 
corresponding decrease in the esti- 
mate given for the Billings vote, 

Split of Two Years Ago. 

Only two years ago Pendergast 
and Shannon supported different 
candidates for the nomination for 
Judge of the Supreme Court, Pen- 
dergast giving his support to Judge 
Ernest 8S. Gantt, while Shannon 
supported Lawrence McDaniel] of 
St. Louis. Pendergast actually had 
little interest in Gantt’s candidacy, 
approving it merely to please 
James P. Aylward, chairman of 
the Democratic State Com- 
mittee, but, having given his word, 
Pendergast delivered for Gantt, 
who received 144,941 votes in the 
county. Shannon was able to get 
a total of 27,883 for McDaniel. 
There was no anti-Pendergast issue 
in that judicial race, as there is

NEW YORK, July 16.—Friends 
of President Roosevelt are trying 
to end the division in union labor 
before the November elections. Un- 
less they succeed, they fear ad- 
verse effects on the President's 
campaign plans. ; 

They were worried by William 
Green’s pronouncement that the 
American Federation of Labor 
would oppose, as a matter of prin- 
ciple, any candidate indorsed by 
John L. Lewis and his Committee 
for Industrial Organization. 

It meant at least the threat of 
a split in the vote in every state 
where labor is powerful—including 
strategic states like New York and 
Pennsylvania. 

Today Lewis made it more than 
a threat by announcing the list of 
“enti-labor” members of Congress 
he said the CIO would oppose. In- 
cluded were names of men the A. 
F. of L. has indorsed, like Senator 
Adams (Dem.), Colorado; Senator 
Lonergan (Dem.), Connecticut; 
Representative Sumners (Dem.), 
Texas, and Representative Lam- 
neck (Dem.), Ohio. 

Roosevelt May Take Hand. 

The hope of these is that some- 
time between his return from his 
current campaign tour and the bal- 
loting in November, President 
Roosevelt will be able to cali Green 
and Lewis to the White House and 
restore peace. 

It would be impossible for the 
White House call to come before 
the basis of peace has been laid. 
No President could very well af- 
ford to summon an armistice con- 
ference and then have it collapse 
on his hands, particularly when 
both combatants are his supporters. 
So the preliminaries are being done 
now by men who work outside the 
limelight. 

The groundwork has been under 
way for weeks—in informal talks, 
in telephone calls, in seemingly 
casual meetings. 

The results should begin to show 
next month, when the executive 
council of the A. F. of L. has its 
regular meeting. Only the council 
can decide whether the A. F. uf 
LL. will renew peace talks which 
were broken off last December. 

A. F. of L. Cites C I O Defeat. 

Those who have been in contact 
with Lewis and Green say that 
neither of the leaders will person- 
ally oppose peace conversations; 
nor will either promote a confer- 
ence actively. 

The A. F. of L., still insistent on 
unionization by crafts, feels that at 
the moment it is in the ascendancy 
over the CI O. 

As evidence of a decline in CIO 
influence, its leaders’ cite the loss 
of the Pennsylvania Democratic 
primary; Congress’ refusal to pass 
@ wage-and-hour provision applying 
only to firms holding Government 
contracts in spite of Lewis’ repeat- 
ed demands; the split in the Unit- 


ed Automobile Workers, one of the]. 


key unions of C I O; the rioting 
in Westwood, Cal., where the resi- 
dents chased out C I O unionists; 
the victory of the A. F. of L. can- 
didate over the C I O candidate 
for the presidency of the National 
Typographical Union. 
C10 Point of View. 

The C I O, still firm for indus- 
trial or vertical organization of 
the workers, refuses to admit its 
position is weakened. 

Its leaders say the A. F. of L. 
has gained no new ground at CI O 
expense; that the C I O has with- 
stood employer demands for wage 
cuts and still has won renewal of 
its contracts; that the CIO re- 
mains the balance of power in 
Pennsylvania’s general election in 
November. 

As for intra-union disputes, the 
CIO leaders say they are common 
to all unions in the early stages of 
development and in the end will 
have a strengthening influence. It 
is true that Lewis lost his “black- 
list” fight with Congress, but Sid- 
ney Hillman, whose Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers’ Union is a pow- 
erful wing of the C I O, persuaded 
the Government to buy $10,000,000 
worth of clothes for free distribu- 
tion to the needy. 

Between the two-opposing camps, 
there remains but one labor link— 
David Dubinsky and his Interna- 
tional Ladies’ Garment Workers. 
This union is the only one of the 
10 C I O unions which has not been 
expelled (although it has been sus- 
pended) from the A. F, of L. Dwu- 

binsky is frankly working for peace, 


and will do so as long as the CI O 


remains a temporary organization.

DES MOINES, Ia., July 16.—The. 
Iowa Supreme Court postponed to-| 


day commitment fo jail of three 
CIO union men held in contempt 
of court by Judge Homer A. Fuller 
for violation of an injunction 
against trespass of the Maytag Co. 
washing machine factory at New- 
ton, Ia. 


The high court admitted — the 
three men to bail of $2000 each 


and stayed thejr sentences of six 


months each in jail and a fine of 
$500 each until it can review Judge 
Fuller’s decision at the regular 
Séptember term of court. 

The decision leaves the three 
men in the same status they have 
been. since last Wednesday when 
Judge Fuller sentenced them but 
delayed sending them to jail while 
they considered his unusual offer 
of parole on condition they would 
call off the strike which has kept 
the plant idle since May 9, when 
union nfembers walked out in pro- 
test against an‘ announced 10 per 
cent wage cut. 

Judge Fuller omitted reference 
to his parole offér Thursday when 
he briefly reopened the case for 
cross-examination. The offer re- 
mained in the record submitted to 
the Supreme Court today but no 
reference was made to it. 

Meaning of Decision. 

The decision means that, if, aft- 
er the Supreme Court hears the 
whole matter of the contempt or- 
ders on its merits, conviction is af- 
firmed, the men must serve the six 
months in jail and pay the $500 
fines. 

Those under sentence are James 
B. Carey of New York, president 
of the United Electrical Radio and 
Machine Workers of America, with 
which the Maytag local CIO union 
is affiliated; William Sentner of 
St. Louis, president of District 8, 
CIO, and Hollis Hall, Newton, Ia., 
vice-president of the Newton union, 

There is no appeal, it was con- 
ceded in the hearing on ‘the ap- 
plication of the defendants for re- 
view of Judge Fuller's decision, 
from a sentence for contempt of 
court. But, it also was agreed, 
there is a right to review by the 
Supreme Court through a writ of 
certiorari. 

Question Before the Court. 

The main question before the Su- 
preme Court was whether the men 
should be admitted to bail bond 
and have a review in regular court 
order, or whether the court shouid 
stay District Judge Fuller’s sen- 
tence without requiring bond. The 
latter course would have nullified 
Fuller’s sentence. The course the 
court adopted stays it until final 
decision.’ 

“We got all we asked,” said CIO 
counsel after the decision was an- 
nounced. 

The men were held in sasikinieaet 
for violation of a picketing injunc- 
tion obtained by the Maytag Co. 

While the Supreme Court hearing 
was in progress, word was brought 
from Federal Court downtown that 
Federal Judge Charles A. Dewey 
had confirmed the district court in- 
junction issued by Judge Frank 
Bechley of Montezuma, Ia. Judge 
Dewey, who earlier had refused to 
take jurisdiction to issue the in- 
junction away from the district 


| court, overruled a union motion to 


reconsider his ruling. 

The September term of the Su- 
preme Court will open Sept. 17. 
The court will be in recess until 
that. time. 

“Go On, Make a Speech.” 

Justice Hamilton observed: at one 
point in the hearing that the only 


' thing before the court “is whether 


Judge Fuller acted legally or ex- 
ceeded his authority.” He inter- 
sed objections to Jasper County 
ttorney Luther M. Carr “making 
a speech,” but finally sat back and 
said, “O, go on; make a speech; 
that’s all right.” 

Carr said he didn’t want to make 
a speech; but was afraid the Su- 
preme Justices “do not realize the 
situation in Newton.” He said he 
thought the petition had been filed 
“merely for the purpose of delay- 
ing punishment.” He asked for a 
speedy determination to “prevent 
trouble.” 

“If these men are feed on bond,” 
Carr told the court, “I fear it’ will 
inflame their followers in Newton. 
They can fight and use force to 
keep men out of the plant. The 
fundamental right—the right of 
men to work—should *be insured.” 

Judge Fuller at Newton ordered 
tonight immediate arrest of 21 ad- 
ditional members of the local C I O 
union involved in the Maytag Com- 
pany labor dispute, citing the men 
to show why they should not be

‘PRIMING’ ALLOTMENTS | 
Applications Likely to Exceed 


Appropriation If They Cons’ 
tinue at Present Rate.

WASHINGTON, July 16. — The 
administration’s lending-spending 
attack on the depression shéwed 
signs today of generating demands 
from many communities and Con- 
gressmen that still more money 
for public works be appropriated 
at the next session of Congress. 
Of the $3,750,000,000 voted recent- 
ly for relief and “pump priming,” 
PW A received $750,000,000 for non- 
Federal public works projects, Sec- 
retary of Interior Ickes, the Public 
Works Administrator, announced 


today that $329,549,782 already had |. 


been allotted for the undertakings 
of cities and other non-Federal 
agencies. 

Scores of additional applications 
are awaiting PWA action and 
more are pouring in every day. 
Some authorities expressed the 
opinion that, if the applications 
continued at the present rate until 


hy Sept. 30, the final day for filing 


them, about $655,000,000 worth of ap- 
proved projects would be left over 
after the present appropriation was 
exhausted. 

Politicians speculated that the 
next Congress would receive de- 
mands for more funds to take care 
of- the communities which woyld 
not get all they wanted under the 
présent program. Such a develop- 
ment would revive the dispute that 
raged in the last session between 
advocates of economy and con- 
tinued Government spending. 

The sums asked for projects, if 
they continue to run as they have 
up to now, will total about $2,360,- 
000,000. The administration usual- 
ly approves about half of the proj- 
ects filed. Thus the approved proj- 
ects would require allotments of 
$1,180,000,000.

President Sails for Fishing 
Cruise After Indorsing McAdoo 


Continued From Page One. 


who is running for the Senate 
again.”* McAdoo, his young wife at 
his side, grinned broadly at this 
reference. 

Up until this point the President 
had carefully avoided any reference 
either to the senatorial or the gov- 
ernorship race in the Democratic 
primary. The latter is extraordi- 
narily complicated, not only by the 
presence of seven candidates but 
by a wild profusion of pension 
plans and freak proposals. To- 
day most of the candidates were 
on hand to pay their respects to 
the President. 

Until the last, the politicians 
stayed as close as possible to the 
Roosevelt presence. Senator Mc- 
Adoo scarcely left the President's 
side from the moment he stepped 
off the train at Crockett until he 
boarded the cruiser Houston. 

McAdoo was in the President’s 
open motor car today for the drive 
through Los Angeles and thence to 
San Diego, most of the way be- 
tween lines of cheering crowds. 
The President apparently felt obli- 


gated to show McAdoo off to the. 


largest possible number of Cali- 
fornians in order to help him in 
his campaign for renomination. 
The route today was planned to 
cover as much as possible of Los 
Angeles and outlying suburbs. 
Crowds Cheer Roosevelt. 

All along through Los Angeles 
far flung :outskirts. gaily dressed 
crowds ‘cheered ‘the President. For 
many miles the streets were draped 
with flags and welcome signs. 

It was a day of bright sun, tem- 
pered as the motor cavalcade ap- 
proached the Pacific Coast drive, 
by a cool breeze. — 

With scarcely a singl> exception 
Roosevelt on this trip has lived up 
to his reputation of weather-mak- 
er. His appearance in the dust 
bowl was greeted by cool rains, 
the most welcome weather phe- 
nomenon in that area. In San 
Francisco the chronic summer fog 
lifted dramatically as he drove into 
the city, and in Los Angeles there 
was the well advertised California 
sunshine. 


At Long Beach, where the pro-

cession turned south along the 
coast road, there were large and 
enthusiastic crowds. Many bath- 
ers, dressed in a fantastic range of 
costumes, stood along the streets. 

At Laguna, the President paused 
long enough to eay a word of greet- 
ing to the crowd in bathing suits 
and beach pajamas that surround- 
ed his car. 


Cuts Off Contact With Press. 


With the departure of the Hous- 
ton, the President, for the first 
time since he has been in the White 
House, put himself beyond the 
reach of newspaper correspondents. 
Hitherto he has permitted three re- 
porters, one for each press associa- 
tion, to go on an accompanying de- 
stroyer. These reporters observed 
Roosevelt fishing from time to time 
and perhaps twice a week he re- 
ceived them on his own ship. 


But the White House gave out 
word that on this cruise’ there 
would be no place on any accom- 
panying boat for newspaper repor- 
ters. Therefore representatives of 
the press associations will take a 
liner to Panama City, where mye Fir 
velt is to put in for one day, Aug. 5. 
After leaving Panama City on the 
Houston, he will again escape the 
surveillance of the press unti] he 
docks at Pensacola, Fla. on Aug. 9. 

This means that for- more than 
three weeks the President will be 
1000 miles from newspapers and 
newspaper reporters. 


On the fishing cruise, Roosevelt 
will drop his lines in both Pacific 
and gulf waters. After fishing in 
the Galapagos Islands vicinity of 
the Pacific the President will pro- 
ceed through the Panama Canal 
and back toward Pensacola. 


One of his secretaries, Stephen 
T. Early, who customarily handles 
press relations, is accompanying 
him on the Houston and has agreed 
to send occasiorial bulletins to the 
White House. The only other mem- 
ber of the party on the presidential 
train to go on the cruise on the 
Houston was Basil O’Connor, the 
President's former law partner, and 


a brother of Chairman John. J: 
O’Connor of the House Rules Com- 
mittee, who has several times ob- 
structed New Deal Legislation. The 
usual aids and members of the ‘se- 
cret service will accompany the 
President. 

On several occasions during his 
cross-country tour the President 
has stressed the facilities which 
will enable him to keep in almost 
instant touch with the White 
House in Washington. Less than 
five minutes is required to transmit 
messages to and from the Houston 
by means of Navy radio stations. 


Then, too, he will receive mail al- 
most daily, thanks to the work of 
the President’s owr postman, Her- 
bert Theurer, who accompanies the 
President on all train trips to open 
official. mail. Mail pouches from 
the White House are to be flown to 
San Diego and from there Theurer 
will take them in a Navy plane. to

70 Parachute Loads Dropped 
In California—Crews — 
Gain in Northwest. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 16. — 
Weary Northern California fire 
*fighters received food today as 70 


‘parachute loads were dropped from 


an airplane in ‘mountainous areas. 

For several days new blazes in 
inaccessibie back country have 
been reported almost hourly, fol- 
lowing summer thunder and light- 
ning storms. The fire crews ap- 
peared to be gaining in their fight 
to extinguish hundreds of scattered 
fires. Forest service headquarters 
here reported at least 40 fires had 
been brought under control, and 
that many others burned out with- 
out serious damage, or were put 
out by rains. 


Rising Humidity Aids Fight 
Pacific Northwest. 

SEATTLE, Wash., July 16.—Cool- 
er weather and slowly rising hu- 
midity aided thousands of forest 
fire fighters in the Pacific North- 
west tonight. 

Heavy fog settled as the brisk 
winds died in the Ryderwood area, 
of Southwestern Washington, where 
400 fighters reported “real gains” 
against a 20,000-acre blaze in logged- 
off land and green timber. A few 
families fled yesterday before the 
wind shifted after driving flames 
within a mile of the town. 

The humidity rose to 81 today, 
only five points below normal, as 
250 loggers, State Wardens and vol- 
unteers fought the Toandos Penin- 
sula forest fire threatening summer 
homes and small farms northwest 
of Seattle. 

State foresters reported 200 fires 
in Washington. All available man- 
power in the Mount Baker National 
Forest was rushed to a fire, out of 
control on the Cascade River, near 
Marblemount. 

A Snoqualmie National Forest 
fire, just west of Snoqualmie Pass, 
threatened to force closing of the 
Trans-State Sunset Highway. 

East of the Cascades, conditions 
were serious in the Wenatchee Na- 
tional Forest. Supervisor Gilbert 
D. Brown augmented his regular 
force of 62 lookouts to 80 as smoke 
om vanity: to “almost nothing.”

He 
was detainec by the authorities 
there, but on Oct. 11 was released on 
technical grounds. On Nov. 3 the 
United States applied formally for 


his extradition, basing its claims to | 


the fugitive on the Dlinois indict- 
ments. Insull assembled legal ex- 
perts and on Dec. 28 won a decision 
that the alleged offenses were not 
extraditable under Greek law. 

The United States countered on 
Jan. 17, 1933, by canceling Insull’s 
passport, but Greece permitted him 
to stay. Then the American Gov- 
ernment obtained his indictment on 


charges of using the mails to de-|. 


fraud and of committing fraudulent 
bankruptcy. Arrested again, Insull 
once more won a favorable Greek 
decision, the court freeing him on 
Oct. 31. 

Still the long arm of the United 
States Government was not para- 
lyzed. Lacking judicial means of 
getting him out of Greece, it turned 
to the political. On Nov. 23 it noti- 
fied the Greek administration that 
means must be found for deporting 
Insull. Associations of . former 
Greek citizens in America backed 
the demand, the embassy kept after 
the Athens government and the 
cabinet finally held that the min- 
istery of the interior could term- 
inate the stay of any alien. 

Insull’s attorneys redoubled their 
efforts, but made no headway. On 
Dec. 21, 1933, he was told he must 
quit Greece on or before Jan. 31, 
‘1934. He took to his bed, pleaded 
that forcible travel would aggravate 
a weak heart condition from which 
he had suffered for several years,

Insull and 16 associates were 
tried and acquitted of Federal 
charges of using the mails to de- 
fraud. Likewise, he was cleared 
of bankruptcy fraud charges. Next, 
he and Martin Insull were tried 
and acquitted on State charges of 
embezzlement. r 

Power and Light Projects. 

Insull launched power and light 
projects until a network of his sta- 
tions served 37 states and parts of 
Canada. In addition to production 
of electricity, he controlled gas com- 
panies and electrified urban and 
suburban rail routes.

Funeral for Retired Banker and 
Former C, of C. President 
. Tomorrow Afterneon. 


Edward Hidden, retired banker 
and former president of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, was found dead 
of the infirmities of age early yes- 
terday in his room at the Univer. 
sity Club, 3605 Washington boule- 
vard. He was 78 years oid. . 

Mr, Hidden retired about 1920 
and spent much of his time in 
travel. He came to St. Louis after 
his graduation from Yale Univer- 
sity in 1885 and established a law 
practice. 

He was named president of the 
Hamilton Trust Co, in 1902 and 
when that was consolidated with 
the Commonwealth Trust Co. he 
became vice-president of ihe Com- 
monwealth. He was also treasurer 
of the Samuel Cupples Wooden- 
ware Co. and vice-president of the 
Brown estate. 

Mr. Hidden was one of the foun- 
ders of the Municipal Theater As- 
sociation and served as chair 
of its Productions Committee in 
1926. At the close of the World 
War he was chairman of the com- 
mittee to welcome returning. sol- 
diers. 

A bachelor, and long a resident 
of the St. Louis Club in its Lindell 
boulevard home, he represented the 
club and the city in receiving prom- 
inent guests. When a guest could 
be placed in bachelor quarters, Mr. 
Hidden would take him to the St. 
Louis Club and place him in his 
own suite. He gave up his rooms, 
at different times, to Presidents 
Taft and Wilson, President Hoover 
(when Secretamy of Commerce), 
Marshal Foch, General Diaz of Italy 
and General A. W. Greely, Arctic 
explorer. 

After the St. Louis Club was 
damaged by fire early in 1925, Mr. 
Hidden removed to the University 
Club, The St, Louis Club was not 
restored asa club, and an insur- 
ance company now occupies the 
building.

“Amazed” That Board Should 
Shelve Proposal Merely Be- 
cause of Her Absence. 

A protest against the failure of 
the Board of Education to act on

Lowenhaupt, a member, who is 
spending the summer at Coronado, 
Cal. She started the movement for 
the survey. The board postponed 
consideration until] September of a 
recommendation of an advisory 
committee of educators for selec- 
tion of Dr. George D. Strayer of 
Columbia University to head the 
inquiry. A stated reason for delay 
was the absence of Mrs. Lowen- 
haupt. 

“I am utterly amazed and dumb- 
founded at the action of-.the board 
in shelving the survey,” she wrote 
to the president. “It was abso- 
lutely unwarranted and contrary to 
resolution. The action before the 
board at the July meeting was to 
accept or reject the recommenda- 
tion of the committee of five super- 
intendents.” 

The resolution for the survey, as 
cited by Mrs. Lowenhaupt, did not 
contain a time element as to action 
or bind the board to accept or re- 
ject the recommendation for a sur- 
veyor. 


ST. LOUIS HAT MAKERS OBJECT 
TO NEW RULING ON LABELS 


Ask That Bales Be Identified to 
Show Country of Origin, Instead 
of Each Cap. 

St. Louis manufacturers who sup- 
ply 75 per cent of the country’s 
harvest hats and sun hats are seek- 
ing modification of a Treasury 
Department ruling requiring that 
each hat body be labeled to show 
the country of its origin. 

The hat bodies, woven of palm 
leaves in the Netherland East In- 
dies and in Mexico, are shipped to 
manufacturers who finish them in- 
to hats. 

The Chamber of Commerce, in a 
letter to the Commissioner of Cus- 
toms at Washington, pointed out 
that it would be difficult to »get 
illiterate weavers to mark the hat 
bodies properly, and that the cost 
would be high in relation to the 
value of the hats. The letter sug- 
gested that bales of hat bodies be 
identified, instead of individual 
pieces, as in the past.

mission to pay off customers to

Rockingham’s mutuels had, as 
is the case almost everywhere in 
the United States, been keeping 
the “breakage.” That means, that 
if the payoff price did not end on 
an even multiple of 10, the over- 
age went into the track’s treas- 
ury. It could amount to .3 much 
as 18 cents on a $2 ticket. As the 
payoff was seldom actually on 
even figures, the track picked up 
“chicken feed” on every ticket 
at 

To the public it seemed a small 
thing. To the track it meant a 
small fortune and simplification 
of the pay-off, which now must 
be made to the penny. Accord- 
ing to Rockingham authorities, it 
requires nearly 220,000 pennies a 
day to make change, under the 
new system!

WHERE THE CUSTOMER 
makes a mistake is in underesti- 
mating the chickenfeed. That 
overage is BIG money. At the 
Massachusetts track from the 
time racing under mutuels began 
in 1934, up to the close of 1937, 
the dog and horse tracks of the 
State had taken in a total of $1,- 
991,000 in breakage pennies—and 
kept them under the law which 
requires only breakage to a dime. 

This breakage money gave Suf- 
folk Downs an added mutuel take 
of $908,377.50—nearly a million 
dollars in pennies from heaven, 
so to speak. 

When racing fans elsewhere 
realize that between State, pro- 
moters and breakage a total of 
nearly 15 per cent comes out of 
their wagers, they will presently 
begin to clamor to be paid to the 
penny and not to the dime, as 
they are justly entitled to.

A midget airplane which Vincent 
Linberg built in his spare time in 


the last year and a half in a garage 
near his home at 5214 Maffitt ave- 
nue soared over Lambert-St. Louis 
Airport for 20 minutes yesterday in 
a successful first test flight. 

Linberg, a mechanic. and Ser- 
geant in the Thirty-fifth Division 
Aviation, Missouri National Guard, 
was elated at the performance of 
the white and red biplane. He 
hopes to enter it in the National 
Air Races. 

At the controls for the test flight 
“was James Malone, a veteran flyer. 
Linberg. himself is net a* pilot. The 
test was supposed to have been 
secret but word of the flight leaked 
out and more than 400 spectators, 
including a score of amateur pho- 
tographers, were on hand. 

Malone, after landing, said the 

plane had attained a speed of about 
170 miles an hour, with the throttle 
not fully opened. Its designer esti, 
mates its maximum speed at about 
220 miles an hour, The plane, 12 
feet long, with a wing spread of 
but 13 feet, is equipped with a 125 
horsepower radial engine. 
+ Linberg’s knowledge of aircraft 
design was gained from books and 
association with flyers. He*had the 
advice of aeronautical engineers on 
some technical problems in design- 
ing the plane and several non-com- 
missioned officers of the aviation 
squadron of which he is a member 
helped him build it. Parts and ma- 
terials cost about $1200.

A‘ secluded camp for children of} ‘ 


German descent in St. Louis has 
been set up near Stanton, Mo., 
under the auspices of the Deutsch- 

Berufsgemeinschaft, 
a society with Nazi leanings, and 
is rated there by Eberhard von 
B hagen, former Consul Sec- 
retary of the German Embassy in 
Washington and at present secre- 
tary to Dr. Herbert Diel, German 
Consui in St. Louis. 

Assisting von Blankenhagen are 
Herbert Fellmann, who came from 
Germany last November, with Dr. 
Diel to be tutor to the Consul’s 
son,.and Alfred Schorsch, a radio 
repair man of 2611 chigan ave- 
nue, whose sister employed in 
the Consulate. . 

Purpose of the camp is to provide 
recreation for the children and to 
teach them the German language 
and German songs.. The camp is 
run with typical German military 
precision. One of the rules, as 
posted on the bulletin board, is 
that the children must not come 
to meals or formai meetings except 
in uniform. Only German is sup- 
posed to be spoken at the camp. 

Reporter Ordered Away. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter and 
photographer who visited the camp 
recently were greeted by Von 
Blankenhagen with indignation 
and ordered off the premises. He 
said the camp “wanted no pub- 
licity.” 

While the reporter was at the 
camp, a letter was brought there 
for Von  Blanienhagen by a 
messenger from the Consulate. 

The camp is situated on a farm 
owned by Adolph Funk about one 
and one-half miles east of Stanton, 
which is 65 miles southwest of St. 
Louis on United States Highway 66. 
Comprising about two acres of 
woodland half a mile from the Mer- 
amec River, the camp is blocked 
off with a barbed wire fence. There 
are about half a dozen tents for 
the boys, an office tent, a screened- 
in mess hall and an open-air kitch- 
en. A banner similar to the in- 
signia of the Nazi Schutzstaffel, 
or 8. S. storm troops, was hanging 
near the office tent. 

At present 21 boys are there. The 
camp was opened July 1 and the 
boys stay from two weeks to a 
month. During August the camp 
will be used by girls. The boys, 
Schorsch told the _ reporter, pay 
$3.50 a week and the remainder of 
the upkeep is paid by the Berufs- 
gemeinschaft. 

Styles Itself “Commercial League.” 

The Berufsgemeinschaft, a na- 
tional organization, translates its 
name as German-American Com- 
mercial League, but a more exact 
meaning would be “vocational so- 
ciety.” It made its first appear- 
ance here last year when some of 
its members appeared at the Ger- 
man day picnic in blue uniforms 
with blue and gold caps. . They 
carried a banner copied after the 
flag of the Arbeitsfront, or compul- 
sory government labor organization, 
in Germany. It has a large “D” in- 
side a cogwheel. 

Schorsch is the head of its local 
group of about 100 members and 
among its leaders is Hellmuth 
Huse, a former Communist and a 
former member of the Amerika- 
Deutscner Volksbund, the American 
Nazi organization. He advertised 
his conversion several years ago in 


a speech at the German House en-/ 


titled, “From Soviet Star to 
Swastika.” 

Schorsch was also one of the orig- 
inators of aysummer German school 
which has’ been conducted for the 
last eight Saturdays at Roosevelt 
High School and Rose Fanning 
School, dnd was in charge of en- 
rolling children for the scnool. On 
several occasions children have been 
taken from the summer school to 
the camp at Stanton. 

School and Camp Not Affiliated. 

Walter Rist, principal of the sum- 
mer school, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday the school had no 
connection with the camp. It was 
largely sponsored by the Federation 
of German Societies, whico recently 
called off its celebration of Ger- 
man day this year because of pro- 
tests from other groups against the 
display of the swastika. 

About 400 children have attended 
the summer school, which met for 
the last time yesterday. Rist said 
it was planned to begin again in 
September. The school had a spe- 
cial permit from the Board of 
Education to use the two school 
buildings. 

At the German Embassy in Wasn- 
ington, it was said that Von Blank- 
enhagen, who is 34 years old, was 
formerly consul-general in Amster- 
dam and came to Washington in 
May, 1935. He was transferred to 
St. Louis last January.

McGrady Finds a Formula. 


This was not because Toledo’s 
troubles were overshadowed by 
those of Detroit and Cleveland and 
Chicago. It no longer fHad any 
serious disputes. The city, . with 
the help of Edward F. McGrady, 
then First Assistant Secretary of 
Labor and now a vice-president 
of the Radio Corporation of 
America, had found a formula for 
avoiding or quickly settling strikes. 
It was the Peace Board, which in 
the last three years has become 
the envy and the object of study 
of many another industrial com- 
munity. 

Toledo’s Peace Board, now estab- 
lished in permanent quarters in 
the city’s new Fire and Police 
Signal building in the Civic Center, 
is applied common sense. It is 
based on the idea that it is better 
to, talk things out than to fight 
them out. And it brings to bear the 
psychologically valuable presence of 
a third party in such discussions. 
Not only can a third party con- 
tribute new ideas, but also oil can 
be poured on troubled waters when 
tne disputants, their nerves frayed, 
are ready to fly at each others’ 
throats. Most important of all, this 
third party introduces the social 
discipline of public opinion. 

In Toledo there really «ure 18 
“third parties.” The Peace Board, 
as now constituted, consists of five 
representatives of labor selected by 
the Central Labor Union, five rep- 
resentatives of the employers 
selected by the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and eight representatives of 
the public. All serve without pay. 


Typical Board Members. 


Typical of the board’s member- 
ship are such outstanding citizens 
as David H. Goodwillie, executive 
vice-president of the Libby-Owens- 
Ford Glass Co.; Earle S. Smith, 
president of the Toledo Porcelain 
Enamel Products Co.; Otto W. 
Brach, former secretary of the Cen- 
tral Labor Union, now a member 
of the Ohio Industrial Claims Com- 
mission and an advocate of indus- 
trial unionism despite his member- 
ship in the American Federation of 
Labor; Walter Guntrup, editor of 
the Toledo Union Leader and a be-

Campaigning Across Country to Make New Deal Safe for 1940 


President's Unprecedented In- 
tervention in States Local 
Politics Openly Intended to 
Bless ‘Liberals’ Over Con- 


servatives.

SAN DINGO, Cal., July 16. 
HEN President Roosevelt boarded the 
W cruiser Houston here today after a 
cross-country tour of more than 4000 
miles, there was ended one of the most un- 
usual campaign tours in American political 
history. 

For nine days the Roosevelt voice, the 
Roosevelt smile, all the rich overtones of 
the Roosevelt personality, have been project- 
ed from a presidential special train—a trans- 
continental sound wagon with all the devices 
of.modern propaganda skillfully co-ordinated. 

How many million persons saw the Presi- 
dent and heard him only a statistician with 
occult powers could say. Add to this the re- 
mote projection of Roosevelt on wheels, news 
reels, news photographs, and some idea of 
the impact of such a trip is had. The Presi- 
dent is an easy fand gracious traveler. He is 
at home anywhere. All of America is his 
province and wherever he stops he asserts 
his kinship with the place and the people. 


Underlying Principle 

of His Declarations 

No President has even intervened in pri- 
mary elections so openly as did Roosevelt in 
the course of the tour just ended. The pre- 
face to this latest political adventure was 
the declaration of principle that the President 
laid down in his last “fireside talk.” He 
asserted the right to intervene in primary 
campaigns in behalf of “liberal” as opposed 
to conservative Democrats; New Dealers as 
opposed to anti-New Dealers. 

This was the principle. There were those 
in the left wing of the New Deal who inter- 
preted it to mean that the President was go- 
ing forth to bring about a realignment of 
the Democratic party on broad, national is- 
sues, making out of the loose collection of 
city machines, the compromise of interests be- 
tween North and South, a new liberal party. 

The President, as might have been fore- 
seen, is far too shrewd and cautious a politi- 
cian to undertake any such herculean, and 
perhaps impossible, task. What he did was 


®/to follow the principle—that is, to declare 


for candidates vaguely identified as liberal, 
loyal, sincere, and so on—when it was ex- 
pedient to do so; that is, when the Presi- 
dent had fairty good reason to believe a can- 
didate in the primary would win, he indorsed 
him, sometimes warmly, sometimes by remote 
control. 

In Kentucky he gave his blessing to Ma- 
jority Leader Barkley whom everyone con- 
cedes to be in the lead. In Oklahoma he in- 
dorsed Senator Thomas who won the elec- 
tion, But in Colorado-and Nevada he did not

ig is President Roosevelt himself who gained 
most from his cross-country trip, and for sev- 
eral reasons. 

First, those Candidates who win with his bless- 
ing will be forever in his debt. Whether he 
brought about the renomination of Senator 
Thomas by- going into Oklahoma, no one can say 
with certainty; but the fact remains that Thomas 
himself was badly scared, that Roosevelt went in 
and Thomas won. 

Second, the talk of a third term for the Presi- 
dent was accentuated.

Weighing more than any actual suggestion of 
a third term was the campaign atmosphere that 
pervaded the train. It was in many respects a 
repetition of September and October of 1936— 
the frequent platform stops, the cheering crowds 
and Roosevelt himself dominating the whole elab- 
orate machinery.

This is not to say that the President took 
no political risks in his travels. He directly 
intervened in heated primary contests— some- 
thing no other President has ever done. In 
so doing, no matter how certain the chances 
of the favored candidate might have seemed, 
he risked stirring up inter-party feuds and 
possible defeat, since nothing is certain in 
politics. The deviation from the line of prac- 
tical politics was not, however, Marked. 


President Determined 


New Deal Shall Go On 


Certainly the President will fight any ef- 
fort of conservative Southerners to capture 
the 1940 Democratic convention. Not only 
in his last “fireside speech,” but repeatedly 
has he made it clear that he intends for the 
New Deal to go on; he intends that his philos- 
ophy of government shall be perpetuated. , 

Talking to a crowd around his train in 
Oklahoma, he referred to his book, “‘On Our 
Way.” “As my boys would say,” he added, 
“‘we’re going places.” 

It is a long time, of course, until 1940 and 
the President may feel strong enough then 
to pick his successor, put down all other 
contenders and run the show. In that event, 
the heir apparent—-Solicitor-General Robert H. 
Jackson, Secretary of the Interior Icke:, W 
P A Administrator Harry Hopkins or some 
other—could be built up by the publicity 
technique, Failing that, however, there is

the President himself, and it is by just such 
trips as these that he keeps his wide per- 
sonal following. 

He has perfected a form of indirect cam- 
paigning that is far more effective than the 
direct appeal. Not a little of its success 
depends on his subtle use of the personal 
pronoun. Very, very rarely does “I’’ ever 
get into a Roosevelt speech. It is almost 
invariably “We.” “What we are doing in 
Washington ...” “What we have tried to do 
here in your state...” “Your Government 
in Washington...” If there is an “I,” it 
is usually like this, “You and I know... ” 
In short, he speaks with the assumption of a 
partnership. It is a collective act, this busi- 
ness of government, and he is only one part- 
ner, 

An illuminating Ph. D. thesis could be done 
on the Rooseveltian pronouns. It seems al- 
most a mistake when he uses the “I.” “In 
that confidence (faith in representative gov- 
ernment) I am pushing on,” he said at 
Marietta, O. “I. am sure you will push on 
with me.” That, it must be said, was Homer 
nodding. 


Dramatizing Himself 


As Well as the Country 


How conscious and deliberate this use of 
“we,” “our,” “your” is one may only gur- 
mise. The President only rarely resorts to 
the more obvious tricks of demagogic ora- 
tory. The eagle never screams, pathos is 
never turned on. 

He appeared nearly 30 times in nine states 
and in virtually every one of these talks, both 
brief and long, he spoke of soil and water 
conservation and of the need to consider agri- 
culture and industry as related problems 
from the national rather than the narrowly 
section or state point of view. By the skill 
of his delivery he lends to the subjects, as 
indeed he might lend to the multiplication 
tables, a warm and personal importance.

States Senate.

The Nazi “Humanist” Exhibit.

HE library of St. Louis University an- 
nounced recently an exhibition of Ger- 
man humanist literature. 

Most of the books were art publications 
of high quality, beautifully illustrated and 
bound, such as German publishers have 
taken just pride in for many years. Other 
books showed the beauty of the German 
countryside, magnificent buildings, reli- 
gious illustrations, etc. The label “hu- 
manist” would fit all of them. 

But a volume which demonstrates the 
Nazi method is one glorifVing the com- 
pulsory Hitler Youth Movement, with 
pictures showing school girls trying~on 
gas masks, or listening to lectures about 
the persecuted brothers in the border 
states, with maps showing Czechoslova- 
kia, A book entitled “Such Was the 
Youth of German Leaders,” with pictures 
of Hitler and Hindenburg on the cover, 
contains a chapter on Schlageter, whose 
specialty was blowing up bridges and 
bombing trains. Today he is one of the 
new heroes, alongside the murderers of 
Rathenau, Erzberger, Dollfuss and others. 

However, the most revolting piece was 
Dr. Ley’s book “Durchbruch der Sozialen 
Ebre,” a story about the rise and devel- 
opment of the German Labor Front, the 
huge state company union, of which Ley 
is the head. This book is full of lies, 

“cowardly attacks on former union lead- 
ers and diatribes against the Jews. 

I did not expect to find humanist lit- 
erature by men such as Thomas Mann, 
Heinrich Mann, Ernst Toller, Arnold 
Zweig, Erich Remarque and a host of 
others who are in exile and whose books 
have been burned. Not one contempo- 
rary writer of consequence was repre- 
sented. No better illustration could be 
had of the dearth of real culture under 
Nazi leadership.

Geneva must read strangely to American conserva- 
tives. It boasts of extending unemployment insur- 
ance to a million workers, including agricultural 
laborers, bringing the total thus insured to 15,000,- 
000; of a new factory act limiting hours of women 
and juveniles and extending safety, health and wel- 
fare provisions; of steps for adequate wages for 
transport workers, including holidays with pay; of 
minimum wage boards, in whose defense conserva- 
tive newspapers say that companies which cannot 
afford to pay decent wages do not deserve legislative 
protection. 

When the Tory party in England conducts a politi- 
cal campaign, it advertises itself with slogans such 
as these: “Sweeping Away the Slums—Slum Dwell- 
ers Are Being Rehoused at the Rate of 6000 a Week”; 
“Support the Government That Gets Things Done”; 
“Great New Pension Scheme”; “Milk at School for 
3,000,000 Children”; “Continuous Advances in Both 
Wages and Employment”; “Progress Marches On.” 

Nor are such appeals for popular support a piece 
of recent opportunism. A Post-Dispatch editorial of 
Jan. 31, 1937, reviewed at length the history of social 
and labor legislation in England, showing that there 
has been a tremendous lag between such laws in con- 
servative England and the United States. For ex- 
ample: 

Great Britain established old-age assistance in 
1908; unemployment insurance in 1911; it blazed 
the trail for national labor legislation«as far back 
as 1802; collective bargaining was long ago accepted; 
the right to picket peacefully was won in Great 
Britain a decade before it was partly granted here; 
workmen’s compensation dates from 1897; income 
taxes began in 1874; the British inheritance tax 
system was set up by 1700; the spoils system was 
replaced in 1870 by what has become the most famous 
civil service {n the world; consumer co-operation be- 
gan in 1827; public works to alleviate depressions, 
housing reform, public ownership of tramways, elec- 
tric power plants and waterworks are all of long 
standing. We modeled our S E C after the British 
act, under which Lord Kylsant long preceded Rich- 
ard Whitney to prison. And these examples do not 
exhaust the inventory. 

Our own New Deal, from this perspective, assumes 
a somewhat different cast. By and large, it is not 
a whit more radical than British Toryism; in many 
respects, less. There is this point to be made, how- 
ever, that whereas the British have taken genera- 
tions to absorb the. impact of a new governmental 
tendency, we have been asked to take it; so to speak, 
in a single swallow. 

In any case, the British Tories have showed and 
are still showing a much keener sense of realism 
toward changing conditions than do our conserva- 
tives, with the result that they have been intrusted 
with the job of administering the legislation we re- 
gard as drastic, whereas the voters of the United 
States have cast our conservatives into the outer 
darkness. In this connection, it is significant that 
many persons oppose the New Deal, not because they 
object to the President’s humanitarian measures, but 
because they greatly distrust the way they are ad- 
ministered. A great law can be destroyed by mal- 
administration, and evidence accumulates that much 
of the New Deal suffers from this defect. 

One of the wisest speeches made in a long time 
was Bruce Barton’s advice to the Republicans of In- 
diana. He said that Mr. Roosevelt's attention to 
human problems has created a faith in him which 
is “the controlling political influence of our day.” 
To ignore it is “blindness”; to inveigh against it is 
“nolitical insanity.” He counseled the Republican 
party to capture that faith for itself and made it 
plain that the party cannot do so without a reorienta- 
tion toward the problems of the times and the chang- 
ing role of government.

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THE WAGE-HOUR LAW ADMINISTRATOR. 

From a list of able possible appointees as admin- 
istrator of the new wage-hour law, President Roose- 
velt has chosen Elmer F. Andrews, New York State 
Industrial Commissioner since 1933 and Deputy Com- 
missioner during Mr. Roosevelt’s two terms as Gov- 
ernor of New York. Before his experience as a 
government agent dealing with employer-employe 
relations, Mr. Andrews had business experience in 
railroad building and warehouse construction. It 
would seem, therefore, that he has a double equip- 
ment, in so far as experience is concerned, which 
should be a material help in administering the law 
wisely. . 

Mr. Andrews’ ambition “to make good” in the post 
will be realized in so far as he is able to rise above 
sectional interests to function, as the law intends, 
as a national administrator, bent on dealing fairly 
with beth labor and capital, with various industries, 
and the diverse geographical areas which go to 
make up the United States. The responsibility is 
great and the responsibility is matched only by the 
opportunity. 

For the first two years, Mr. Andrews will admin- 
ister a law whose wage-hour provisions are rigid— 
a 25-cent-an-hour national minimum for a work 
week of 44 hours for the first year, and for the 
second a wage minimum of 30 cents for a 42-hour 
week. After that there will be a wide field for dis-

Titan who had found time in the midst of his 
dynastic demands to erect a shrine to art; the voice 
of the pulpit would have found occasion to praise. - 
His career scaled .the heights and plumbed the 
depths. The young Englishman who, at 20, came 
to the United States as secretary to Thomas Edison, 
erected a utility empire that carried power and light 
into 37 states and spread across the border into 
Canada. 
staggering total of four billions and the man’s per- 
sonal fortune was estimated at $100,000,000. 
The collapse was the classic tragedy of the de- 
pression which Insull could -not bring himself to 
accept. The market smash of 1929 was to Chicago’s 
caliph just an awkward, regrettable pause in the 
striding march to bigger things, to greater glory. 
How he strove, with his paper defenses, to turn back 
the tides of doom and to repulse the invasions of 
strategic assailants is a familiar chapter of his fall, 
Down came the whole sprawling structure in 1932, 
Presently the ex-magnifico was “riding the worried 
air” of Europe, seeking an asylum somewhere, any- 


world watched the incredible spectacle of a hopeless 
voyage on a shoreless sea, with never a port of 
welcome. Back he came, in his funereal odyssey, 
to answer to the law, and the law through its agen- 
cies found him not guilty, and he went forth, with 
the accolade of acquittal, to the posthumous remnant 
of the years. 

It was Samuel Insull’s unhappy destiny to drama- 
tize the end of an era he effulgently symbolized—to 
dramatize it in measures of realism Buripides never 
contrived. 
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THE YEAR BEGINS. 

The most remarkable thing about the second anni- 
versary of the Spanish war, which falls on this date, 
is that it still goes on. When Gen. Franco’s uprising 
took place in 1936, he carried with him most of the 
army and almost all of the navy. Irun and San 
Sebastian fell quickly, Toledo was captured and, in 
November, the Franco forces were at tle gates of 
Madrid. Against them were raw levies hurriedly 
gathered together by the Spanish Government, di- 
rected in large part by untrained officers, It looked 
like the end, 

But. just as the Germans were turned back at the 
Marne when Paris seemed within their grasp, 
Franco’s drive was stopped as the Spanish capital 
apparently lay at his mercy. For more than 18 
months, he has bombarded the city with bombs and 
shells, and it is still beyond his grasp. The repulse 
of Franco at Madrid had an electrifying gffect upon 
Government Spain; it still has a stimulating value 
upon morale that is incalculable. 

Balked at Madrid, Franco continued his successes, 
political and military. He was recognized by Ger- 
many and Italy as the legitimate head of the Spanish 
Government, and ‘this recognition was accompanied 
by material help in the form of Italian and German 
troops, airplanes, artillery and tanks. By the end 
of 1936, Franco held 60 per cent of- Spain. 

In the spring of, 1937, the Government gained its 
one complete and smashing victory, the rout of the 
Italians in the ‘battle of Guadalajara, but this was 
dimmed by the loss of Bilbao, Santander and most 
of Northern Spain. As against the aid to Franco 
from Germany and Italy, the Government received 
important, but not comparable, help from Soviet 
Russia. 

Teruel’s capture, in January, 1938, was a short- 
lived triumph, since it was quickly recaptured by 
Franco, who soon after launched a terrific drive on 
the Aragon front toward Barcelona, and then deliv- 
ered what appeared to be a death thrust by cutting 
through to the sea, splitting Government Spain in 
two and making land communication impossible be- 
tween Barcelona, the temporary capital, on the one 
hand, and Valencia and Madrid, on the other. 

But the war goes on. The rebels’ immediate ob- 
jective is the vital city of Valencia, but it would 
be rash to predict it soon will be taken. Meanwhile, 
the pages of history have been bloodied by the kill- 
ing of non-combatants from the air and by other 
atrocities that demonstrate the savagery and the 
all-embracing scope of modern war, Meanwhile, too, 
the chancelleries of the world have trembled with 
fear—not yet removed—that the Spanish war might 
become the occasion of a greater conflict. 
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And if Mr. Roosevelt flatly refuses to run again, 
some of his critics will probably call him a two- 
timer. 
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MORE TROUBLE FOR McNUTT. 

The stars in their courses seem to oppose the am- 
bition of Paul V. McNutt, High Commissioner to the 
Philippines and grand satrap of the Democracy of 
Indiana, to capture the party nomination for the 
presidency in 1940. For every step.he takes forward, 
he seems somehow to slide two steps to the rear. 

Mr. McNutt’s latest forward step was the composi- 
tion of an intra-party quarre)] that threatened to dis- 
rupt his support in his home State. But no sooner 
had these factions buried the hatchet and agreed to 
support Senator Van Nuys for re-election than trouble 
showed in a new quarter. 

This time it is in the form of a magazine article by 
Postmaster-General Farley. The Democratic national 
chairman sheds his wonted geniality and turns loose 
at Mr. McNutt with both barrels. He lets the world 
know he doesn’t think much of the way Gov. McNutt, 
as he was then, treated the Roosevelt movement at 
the Democratic. national convention in Chicago in 
1932, He makes it clear that he himself resents the 
downright coolness which Mr. McNutt evinced at that 
time quite as much as the President may be expected 
to do. , 

Inasmuch as President Roosevelt and Chairman 
Farley are sure to be two of the most potent influ- 
ences at the 1940 convention (and it is by no means 
sure they will be in the same camp), there are two 
strikes against the Indiana politico already.

Nations for Sale 


Group of small countries, caught between dictatorships and democracies, is available to 
highest bidder, writer says; as Europe’s war fever mounts, their price for alliance 
and manpower rises; Poland is most important member of “third front”; oppor 
tunism rules these countries’ policies, and treaty obligations are merely conditional.

ETWEEN two great blocs of democra- 

cies and dictatorships, there stands that 

group superficially called “semi-Fascist.” 
This terminology, however, is misleading. 
It is neither an ideology nor the symptoms 
of a regime which determines the attitude 
of these nations, but their willingness to 
‘deliver friendship and alliance for ready 
cash. You can get them wholesale, but 
not too cheap. For the higher the war 
fever mounts in Europe, the higher mounts 
the alliance price of the small nations, 

Of course, this third front has been pos- 
sible only since these small Powers have 
been able to threaten co-operation with Hit- 
ler. By now they have advanced to highly 
valued business partnets. 

Mussolini led the way. The promotion of 
Italy from a European Power of second rank 
to a factor in world politics—a factor which 
can oppose even the British Empire unpun- 
ished—is attributable not so much to the 
genius and strength of Mussolini at the pok- 
er table of nations, but to the existence of 
that Germany which Fascist international 
policy uses as its rear guard. 

Mussolini is relentlessly pursuing the policy 
of a nation for sale. As a matter of fact, 
it is he who invented the idea, as far as the 
post-war period is concerned. 

In war, ideologies are completely obscured 
by opportunism, The absolutism of the gov- 
erning cliques will not hinder these states 
from joining a new crusade for democracy 
if it seems more profitable. That goes par- 
ticularly for Poland, the’ biggest and most 
important nation of the third front. 


The geographical position pf Poland be- 
tween Nazi-ism and Bolshevism is particu- 
larly difficult. Her internal situation is also 
uncommonly complicated. The economic 
situation is extraordinarily bleak, large ter* 
ritories being the poorest of the poverty- 
stricken areas of Europe. 

The revival of Poland at Versailles; and 
more particularly its territorial expansion 
far beyond the real borders of its national 
unity, can be traced chiefly to the French 
desire to have a ndarme at Germany’s 
back. An ill-fed arme easily becomes a 
soldier of fortune. Poland has gone through 
this process, : 

It is naive to brand Warsaw's policies as 
traitorous to democracy. Western democ- 
racy indeed gave birth to Poland again, but 
has missed raising and feeding it. But the 
task of indefinitely supporting a nation of 
30,000,000 people was a luxury post-war 
France simply could not afford. 

It is not without reason that Warsaw is 

that either of its powerful neighbors 
might take a large area of its territory. Con- 
sequently, the Poles play the Powers on their 
left and right respectively each 
other. Thus viewed, Poland’s participation 
in the third front has been predetermined. 
of the “nations for sale” is 
that they haven't much else than the brawn 
of their sons to sell, In the years of depres- 
sion, their harvests were left to tot in the 
granaries. Thus, paradoxically, these agri- 
cultural countries have famine. But there 
is a mounting demand for cannon-fodder. 

Hungary, too, belongs to the countries 
which stand between the two European 
blocs. Although they are much more in- 


| clined toward Fascism since the death of 


Goemboes, they have been'carefully striving 
to guard their national independence. 

One cannot add this kingdom without a 
king to the roster of the “nations for sale.” 
Their high traditions and unified political 
goal, namely, the desire to recover those 
Magyar territories cut off in the Treaty of 
Trianon, do not permit opportunistic sway- 
ing. As small as Hungary’s territory has be- 
come, so clearly does it pursue a single pur- 
pose. It is intimate with Italy and at the 
same time loudly friendly with Germany, but 
will not permit itself to be degraded to a 
vassal state. ‘ ) 

Repeatedly futile attempts have been 
made to add Bucharest to the Fascist front. 
King Carol himself rejected them. But this 
royal merchant has probably not yet said 
his last word. Rumania’s treaty obligations to 
the Little Entente and its membership in the 
League of Nations can lose every bit of their 
significance overnight. On the other hand, 
neither the German nor the Italian attempts 
at interference have succeeded as yet, be- 
cause neither of the two Powers has the 
cash to pay for oil, chief product of the land, 


Bulgaria, the neighboring kingdom, has 
already made its decision. The ‘personal 
absolutism of Czar Boris While 
Carol of Rumania, who is a Hohenzollern, 
has become completely Balkanized, Boris of 
Bulgaria, a Coburg Prince, has remained 
completely faithful to his traditions. 

Yugoslavia is now learning what a con- 
nection with Berlin means. The Third Reich 
increased the volume of business between 
the two countries to such an extent that 
Germany today is by far the first in Yugo- 
slavian foreign trade. It is only natural 
that such economic dependence should résult 
in political consequences as well.

Wages Increased Last Year. 

Both groups won wage increases 
last year. Railroad spokesmen said 
the increase for the operating 
Brotherhoods which became effec- 
tive Oct. 1 averaged 6.6 per cent, or 
$35,000,000 annually.

NEW WAY OF MEASURING 
IRON IN BLOOD REPORTED 


Nebraska U. Chemist Says He Can 
Do It Six Times as Fast as 
Under Old Method, 

By the Associated Press. 

LINCOLN, Neb., July 16.—Dr. 
Walter E. Militzer of the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska announced yester- 
day he had a simpler and more 
accurate method of measuring the 
iron in human blood. 

He said he needed only one drop 
of blood, compared to from one to 
three cubic centimeters necessary 
under the old method, and can run 
a half dozen tests in less than two 
hours, compared with four or five 
hours required under older meth- 
ods to make two tests. 

He was assisted in his discovery 
by Miss Rosalie Breuer, a student 
working for an honors thesis. 

Under Dr. Militzer’s method, a 
small quantity of blood is. poured 
into a test tube and mixed with 
potassium permanganate, which de- 
stroys the organic elements and 
leaves only the inorganic, including 
the iron. The blood, then as clear 
as water, is mixed with potassium 
sulfo cyanate, which turns the iron 
a bright red. 

By a colorimeter, which meas- 
ures the iron by recording the dif- 
ference in the red coloring of .a 
known sample with one that is be- 
ing tested, the analyst can tell 
whether an individual has an insuf- 
ficient amount of iron.

It wags in 1811 that Nicholas 
Roosevelt and his young bride made 
their heroic trip down the Ohio and 
the Mississippi, running into the 
eartaquake of that year at New 
Madrid, Mo, 

When he dedicated the monu- 
ment to the first Swedish settlers in 
America at Wilmington, Del., some 
weeks ago, the President cited ear- 
ly Swedish ancestors on the Roose- 
velt family tree. 

Well-Being and Aura of Hope. 

At Fort Worth, Tex., he ‘broke 
the trip just ended by an over-Sun- 
day visit with the family of his 
son, Elliott. In a broadcast talk 
he spoke of the cool peace of the 
terrace at Elliott’s ranch home. 
Implicit in the informal talk was 
a sense of well-being and family 
contentment. This is what people 
want in their heroes. It is Ulysses, 
the wanderer, the adventurer, come 
into a haven of peace. 

By the way in which he drama- 
tizes his personality the President.

Volume of building permits rose 
rather sharply last month, lifting 
the June total of estimated expendi- 
tures to the highest level since Jan- 
uary and shortening considerably 
the decline from the corresponding 
month of last year, Value of permits 
for 215 cities of the United States 
during June was $87,626,427, accord- 
ing to Dun & Bradstreet, Inc, This 
was @ gain of 12.9 per ceht from the 
May total of $77,606,469. The nor- 


mal seasonal movement from May 
to June usually shows no change. 
Compared with the June, 1987, fig- 
ure of $94,752,583, there was a drop 
of 7.5 per cent, as againat a yeare 
to-year decline for the month pre- 
ceding of 21.1 per cent, 

New York permits expanded to 
$22,436,761 during June, as tom. 
pared with $13,977,101 in May, and 
$11,941,054 for June a year ago, the 
respective increases being 60.5 and 
87.9 per eent. For the 214 cities 
outside of New York, permits ag- 
gregated $65,189,666, or 2.5 per cent 
more than the $65,629,368 for May, 
but were 21.8 per cent less than the 
$82,811,529 recorded during June, 
1937. 

Month-to-month comparigons re- 
vealed advances in five of the eight 
geographical divisions, with the 


largest gains in the Middle Atlantic 


and South Central groups. Com- 
parison with the similar 1937 month, 
however, showed larger permit to- 
tals for only three out of the eight 
sections.

Though he 
owns luxurious houses in Los An- 
géles and Houston, he is inclined to 
accept as home any place where 
he can hang up his hata hotel 
room, for instance. 


He is described as being equally 
negligent about his food; as an ex- 
ample is cited. the time when he 
was grooming himself to become a 
movie producer, and lived on the 
lot among the extras, sharing con- 
tentedly their bottles of pop and 5- 
cent hot dogs at lunch counters. 
He has no interest ‘n money for it- 
self but only as a tool, it is said, 
and respects it as a conscientious 
artisan does a useful implement. 
On occasion, he has decided with- 
out blinking an eyelid to spend a 
million or so. On the other oc- 
casions, he has been known to pro- 
test long and bitterly over what he 
thought an overcharge of 15 cents. 


The following narrative is of- 
fered in the hope that it may pro- 
vide some insight into Hughes the 
man, through an account of his an- 
cestry, environment and back- 
ground since childhood; his educa- 
tion, and his career first as a busi- 
ness man, or rather youth, in 
charge when scarcely past the teens 
of a huge fortune; second, as a 
dazzling, triumphant adventurer on 
the perilous seas of “inema produc- 
tion and direction, and finally, as 
a devoted and scholarly student of 
the science of aviation, in which 
his speed records have had the na- 
ture of laboratory experiments 
rather than dare devil stunts. 


Howard Robard Hughes was 
born on Christmas eve, 1905, at 
Houston, Tex. His grandfathers on 
both sides were lawyers. His moth- 
er, the former Aleno Gano of Dal- 
las, was the daughter of a Texas 
Judge and the descendant of a 
chaplain in the Revolutionary War. 
His father, also Howard Robard 
Hughes and a brother of Rupert 


Hughes, the novelist, was a charac- 
ter worthy of his son. A native of 
Iowa, the elder Hughes was a high- 
spirited and mischievous lad, who 
was flung out of several schools 
for youthful pranks, but finally 
managed to take a degree at Har- 
vard. 


He became a mining engineer, 
was stationed for some years at 
Joplin, Mo., and made and lost one 
fortune after another until he aided 
in developing the fabulously pro- 
ductive Spindle Top oil field at 
Beaumont, Tex. He was one of 
the pioneers of the Southwest's oil 
industry. It chanced that one of 
his friends came a financial crop- 
per when his drill, in search of a 
deep-lying - pool, was shattered 
against a stratum of flint. 


Thereupon Hughes devised a bit 
with 166 cutting edges, which, in 
the words of the oil fields, would 
cut through flint like “a hot knife 
going through butter.” From this 
invention grew the Hughes Tool 
Co. of Houston, with branch of- 
fices in Oklahoma City, Los Ange- 
les and New York, which manufac- 
tured the Hughes drill and other 
implements for the oil industry, 
and which amassed a fortune rated 
at $75,000,000. 

The aviator, who once held the 
world’s speed record for land fly- 
ing, whose mark for transcontinen- 
tal flight still stands, and who has 
just cracked the record for round- 
the-world aviation, came naturally 
by his passion for high velocities. 
His father was something of a 
speed demon in his own right, and 
could never resist the temptation to 
drive his motor car about Houston's 
streets at grossly illegal miles per 
hour. The story goes that the el- 
der Hughes kept a sum on deposit 
in police court to pay his numer- 
ous fines, and that whenever the 
fund neared exhaustion, he would 
replenish it with another check. 

The son’s inherited knack for 
mechanics revealed itself as early

as his tenth year, when he con- 
structed a radio set of his own. His 
demand for a motorcycle was re- 
fused by his father. So young 
Hughes, who was still in knee 
trousers, proceeded to mount an 
old self-starting engine and a stor- 
age battery on a bicycle. Strange 
to say, the contraption actually ran, 
but left much to be desired in the 
way of speed. Soon afterwards 
complaints reached his parents 
from neighbors that their children, 
his playmtaes, were in danger of 
being blown up. It proved that 
Howard was tinkering with an idea 
through which he was later to lose 
about $1,000,000—that of an auto- 
mobile propelled by steam. 

During 1919 the elder Hughes 
took his son to a Harvard-Yale 
boat race at New London, Conn., 
and in his enthusiasm vowed that 
if the Crimson won—as it did—the 
boy could have anything he desired. 

The father on this nautical occa- 


- gion, expected to be asked for a 


sailboat or perhaps a single-scull 
racing shell. Instead, Howard de- 
manded a hop in a battered sea- 
plane which was taking up passen- 
gers at $5 a head. He was 14 years 
old, and this was his first flight. 
Although it was intended that 
Howard should Hs a degree in en- 
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gineering, circumstances prevented 
his doing so, and: his skill as a prac- 
tical. mechanic, said: tc be equalled 
among aviators by that of Col. 
Lindbergh alone, is mostly self- 
taught. To his father’s delight, the 
boy’s favorite occupation was put- 
tering at a work bench in the fac- 
tory, so that handling tools came 
to him by second nature. 

After a term or so at. the Fes- 
senden School in Boston, Howard 
attended a military academy, the 


Thatcher School, at Ojai,,Cal. He 
obtained special permission to study 
at the California Institute of Tech- 
nology before he was old enough 


‘to matriculate. He was a student 


at the Rice Institute in Houston, 
preparing for. entrance .at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, when his father dropped 


dead in his office on Jan. 14, 1924. 
His mother died suddenly two years 
before, during a minor operation. 
Left an orphan at 18, Howard, an 
only child, was plunged into such 
grief that he was sent for a visit 
to his uncle, Rupert Hughes, in 
Los Angeles. He found the novelist 
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of the Post-Dispatch. 


Graves, an actor and a friend of 
his father. Graves had once re- 
marked to the elder Hughes that 
the life of a screen star was far 
from a happy one, and that his 
heart’s desire was to enter 
some legitimate business. H 
promptly offered him a job, ch 
was accepted. But after six 
months Graves decided he was not 
cut out for a business man, gave 
the company a check for his total 
wages during the period on the 
ground that he had not earned 
them, refused to accept repayment 
and returned to the screen, Howard 
Hughes felt that his company still 
owed the actor something, and 
when Graves confessed that his am- 
bition was to produce a picture, the 
young multi-millionaire offered te 
finance it. 

The resulting production was s@ 
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unsatisfactory that it was nevér re- 
leased, but it served to kindle in 
Hughes a fascination for the movie 
industry that was to hold him en- 
thralled for six years. He discov- 
ered that he could run the business 


in Louisiana, so that it could take 
close-ups as well as manufacture 
machinery. Why organize a new 
corporation, the thrifty youth asked 
himself, when he already owned so 
many. 

When Hughes opened a studio of 
his own in Hollywood, all the sharp- 
ers and swindlers shouted for joy.

Sam, the soda squirt, 
and Daisy, the dish washer, see no 
reason why they should not possess 
as keen clothes and slick speedsters 
as Clark Gable or Myrna Loy. And 
if they do not possess them, it’s 
not their fault; Anything but! 
They've been done dirt; they’re the 
victims of the system! 

Young married couples no longer 
begin where the old folk began...

I recently made a survey of the 
girls in a country high school class, 
The majority of them came from 
families which were on W P A, 
Few of the fathers averaged more 
than $18 a week.

Every 
girl wore silk stockings. Every girl 
had had at least one permanent 
and went to at least two movies a 
week.

It isn’t the system that’s at fault, 
but our own notion of what is es- 
sential to a regular life. That notion 
would bankrupt any nation . 

Once 
we Americans prided ourselves on 
living within our incomes. Now the 
deuce with the incomes. We want 
what we want—regardless! 

“Champagne appetites on beer in- 
comes”—that’s what our fathers 
used to call it. 

But where will such appetities 
end? How long can we get with- 
out giving . .. play without pay- 
ing?

“DEAR MISS WALTER,” she 
writes, “I have often read sugges- 
tions in your column as to what 
to do with the fireplace during the 
summer months when it is not in 
use and I thought you might pos- 
sibly be interested in what I have 
done with mine. I hang a series 
of those gaily colored Mexican 
gourds that are made into strings, 
across the top of the fireplace open- 
ing, close enough together so that 
they almost form a screen. Of 
course, this works out particularly 
well in My case, as my summer at- 
tire for my living room carries out 
the Mexican theme. 

“Several years ago, when I was in 
Mexico, I brought back some of 
the beautiful hand-woven materials 
that the peasants there make, in- 
tending to use them for clothes, but 
finally using them for slip-cover 
materials. Then I remove all my 
winter accessories and use lamps, 
ash trays, and mantel ornaments of 
Mexicon tin work which is not only 
most attractive but very cool look- 
ing to boot. I remove one or two 
of the heavy tables and chairs from 
the room and replace them with 
gaily painted Mexican pieces. I 
might add that much of this at- 
tractive and colorful Mexican ware 
can be bolight, even here in &t.

Prefer- 
ably, this design should have a sum- 
mery feeling such as sea shells, palm 
trees, nautical motifs or such. 
Other individual effects may be 
achieved by cotton fringe, ball 
fringe of either cotton or wood and 
by appliqued designs worked out in 
contrasting colored cotton rope.

ANY germs which cause hu- 
man disease die quitkly when 
they leave the body or are not 
in contact with some animal tissue. 
Such diseases are spread by direct 
human cofitact or by carriers, 
Tt still is widely believed that 
“catching diseases” are spread by 


such things as clothing, books, bed- 
ding or material which was handled 
by the sick person. As a matter of 
fact, the number of such diseases 
is very small, The fears recently 
spread that a certain dread dis- 
ease could be transmitted by drink- 
ing cups or spoons at a soda water 
fountain are entirely groundless: 
the trepanoma pallidum does not 
live when not in contact with hu- 
man or animal tissue.

IN GROWING the virus of such 
diseases as infantile paralysis, it 
was found that the old dead gelatin 
and vegetable média were useless. 
The virus has to be grown on liv- 
ing animal tissue culture. 

It will be observed in the film 
“Yellow Jack” that in trying to 
determine the way yellow fever 
was spread, two American soldiers 
volunteered to sleep in the bed- 
clothes used by two victims of the 
fever who had just died. The bed- 
clothes were stained with the pa- 
tient’s secretions and vomitus, but 
the two brave experimenters did 
not “catch” yellow fever from 
them. It took the mosquito to car- 
ry that. 

These gérms which cannot live 
except in contact with animal tis- 
Bue are spréad by animal carriers. 

The ordinary house fly is one of 
the most dangerous of these carry- 
ing insects. Its eggs are laid in 
stable manure on which thé larvae 
feed first, but during its entire life 
it is a scavenger, going, on the 
one hand, to filth of all kinds, and 
on the other, to the dining table. 
It is said that in some of our coun- 
try hotels the flies recognize the 
dinner bell. Food poisoning often 
is transmitted in this way.

THE MOSQUITO IS, in tropical 
climes, worse. The Anopheles mos- 
quito carries malaria, and the Ae- 
des aegypti carries yellow fever. 
In the not very distant past, yel- 
low fever has broken out in our 
seacoast cites as far north ae Phil- 
adelphia. Indeed, it may appear 
again if we are to believe Dr. Vic- 
tor Heiser’s recent magazine arti- 
cle, “Yellow Jack Breaks Jail.” He 
thinks that other carriers than the 
mosquito may spread yellow fever 
and that man may not be the only 
host, and that airplane travel can 
bé a factor in disseminating this 
supposedly conquered disease.

Hot-W eather Drinks 


Here are several non-alcoholic 
beverages that you might want to 
serve during these hot summer 
days, They are known as cups and 
are either served from pitchers or 
from a large bowl. Here’s one that 
is called Hawaiian cup: 

One cup sugar. 

Two cups water. 

Two cups of shredded pineapple. 
» Juice of three lemons or limes. 

Three pints ginger ale. 

Fresh fruit garnish. 

Bring sugar and water to boiling 
point and let boil for five minutes. 
Remove from fire and when cool 
add the shredded pineapple and the 
lemon juice. Left stand in cool 
place until time for serving. Strain 
into large glass pitcher which has 
been half filled with ice cubes. Add 
the cold ginger ale and stir gently. 
Garnish with several fruits such as 
sliced orange, strawberries and 
cherries. 

Another refreshing beverage is 
made by using one cupful of logan- 
berry or grape juice. Add to the 
loganberry juice the juice of two 
lemons and one-half cup of pow- 
dered sugar. Mix thoroughly so 
that the sugar has dissolved, Pour 
into large pitcher ‘half filled with 
ice cubes and then pour in three 
pints of cold ginger ale. Garnish 
with fresh fruit. 

The next time you serve iced 
coffee, make a double amount. After 
the coffee is brewed and has be- 
come cool, pour one-half of it in 
ice cube tray and let it freeze in 
the refrigerator. When it is frozen, 
place two or three cubes in a large 
glass and then pour into the glass 
the liquid coffee. By doing this 
you are sure to have a consistently 
strong coffee, or, in other words, it 
is not weakened one bit, because 
the ice itself is coffee,

As a boy of 15, he had been | 


permitted by his father to take les- | 


sons from a barn-storming flyer, 


who arrived in Houston, and for 
several years he had himself held 
a pilot’s license. A dream had long 
haunted him—that of creating a 
“super-stupendous” film spectacle 
dealing with aerial combat during 
the World War. Neilan was én- 
gaged as director, and supplied the 
title, “Hell’s Angels.” 

The story of this production is 
one of filmland’s epics. Neilan lost 
his temper and quit, whereupon 
Hughes for the first time became 
his own director. Among other 
things, as a stickler for realism he 
purchased a fleet of British planes, 
veterans of the war, obsolete en- 
gines and all, and hired 137 pilots 
to fly them. Two, failing to bail out 
in time, were killed. Hughes worked 
20 hours a day, drove his stable 
of authors frantic with demands 
that the script be rewritten over 
and over, and tossed can after can 
of film into an incinerator, watch- 
ing the resulting explosions with 
satisfaction. He destroyed the neg- 
atives, he declared, for fear that 
someone might later persuade him 
they were good. 

And then, when the opus was at 
last completed and ready for re- 
lease, Al Jolson crooned a Mammy 
song into a microphone and the 
sound-film was born. Without a 
moment’s hesitation, Hughes scrap- 
ped his entire film, representing 
several years of labor, engaged a 
new cast and did the job over from 
the beginning. It was in this sec- 
ond version that Jean Harlow made 
her bow on the screen, and sent the 
phrase, “Platinum blonde,” around 
the world. 

“Hell’s Angels” had by now been 
nicknamed “Hughes’ Folly.” It nad 
cost no less than $4,000,000. His 
New York agent wired that two 
theaters were available for the 
opening night, and asked which he 
preferred. He replied. 

“Take them both.” it turned out 
that to obtain one of these play- 
houses, he would have to lease it 
for a year. He did so, at a cost of 
$600,000. Thus it was that nis war 
spectacle made history by having 
its opening night in two Broadway 
theaters simultaneously. To make 
a long story short, “Hell’s Angels” 
not only earned its cost, but also 
made a profit of $3,000,000. 

This was followed by three major 
hits, “Front Page” and “Scarface,” 
in 1931; and “Sky Devils,” in 1932. 
Hollywood had at last ceased to 
sneer about “Fool’s Luck,” and ac- 
cepted Hughes as a genius. But 
he had also grown weary of Holly- 
wood. Throughout his brief career 
he nad been harassed by censor- 
ship troubles. The last straw came 
when the powers that be frowned

on his proposal to make a film 
satirizing all films. With the power 
of abrupt decision that is character- 
istic, he closed the studio and 
opened instead, at Burbank, Cal., 
a laboratory and factory which has 
no commercial purpose and no 
planes for sale, but which is dedi- 
cated to the dream of devising an 
aircraft able to fly 500 miles an 
hour in the sub-stratosphere. To 
that purpose all his triumphs and 
speed records as an aviator have 


been merely incidental.

ANY passengers on American 

Airlines during 1932 may have 

noticed a long-legged, gangling 
co-pilot who answered to the name 
of “Charles W. Howard.” They little 
guessed that jhe was “the miracle 
man” of tne’ movie industry, and 
that his income was perhaps in the 
neighborhood of $7000 a day. It was 
Howard Hughes, flying under an 
assumed name to obtain first-hand 
information on commercial flying. 

At one point of his experiments 
he became convinced that planes 
fly faster in high altitudes than is 
indicated by instruments calibrated 
for sea level. He proved the theory 
by stationing observers with stop- 
watches‘on mountain tops in South- 
ern California, and having them 
time him as he flew high aloft over 
the peaks. Once he flew from Chi- 
cago to Los Angeles between lunch- 
eon and dinner, to win a bet of $50. 
His 75-cent dinner at the end of 
the flight cost him $1000, for that 
was the expense of the trip. 

And then, one morning in Janu- 
ary, 1936, having business in New 
York, he climbed into a borrowed 
Northrop “Gamma” plane with 4 
special engine and 700 gallons of 
gasoline in his tanks, at Burbank, 
and alighted at Newark Field nine 
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hours 25 minutes and 10 seconds la- 
ter. When informed that he had 
the record, broken for non-stop 
transcontinental flight, he shrugged 
his shoulders and remarked that he 
had just wanted to get to New York 
in a hurry. 


The Ligue International des Avia- 
teurs, composed of flyers from 21 
countries, agreed unanimously that 
Hughes was the outstanding flyer 
of the world for 1936, and on March 
2; 1937, President Roosevelt per- 
sonally presented to him the Har- 
mon Trophy, which symbolizes that 
verdict. 


Carrying over into sport his scien- 
tific efficiency as an aviator, 
Hughes became a_ two-handicap 
golfer in California, and when in 
good form shoots around 72. He 
has won numerous cups. Stories 
told of him are that one year he 
played the stock market, that the 
Midas touch did not desert him, 
and that he closed out with a profit 
of $500,000; and that he “lost his 
memory” like a gentleman when 
called on to testify in court against 
gamblers to whom he had lost $30,- 
000 in a craps game, and later had 
his revenge by winning it all back 
in another session with the same 
gamblers. 

He does not smoke, and is said 
to observe a_ self-imposed lim- 
itation of one drink to a party, 
But he is. fond of gaiety and is a 
frequenter of night clubs, where 
he has been seen with a succession 
of attractive young women, chosen 
indifferently from the society 
world or the cosmos of movie star- 
dom. Each young woman has en- 
joyed his attentions in turn for a 
few months, and usually gossip of 
romance sprang up in each case. 
He has been reported engaged in 
turn to such movie stars as Jean 
Harlow, Billie Dove, Ida Lupino 
and Marian Marsh; and to more 
than one society girl, including 
Gloria Baker, half sister of Alfred 
Gwynne Vanderbilt, and Timmie 
Lansing, who became instead Mrs. 
Peter Arno. The name at present 
most linked with his is that of 
Katharine Hepburn, stage and 
screen star, and the usual rumors 
of romance are astir. But Hughes 
once told an interviewer that if 
he ever remarries, it will be after 
he is 35 years old. That would give 
him at least two more years to go. 

When the prohibition amehdment 
was repealed and Texas voted to 
permit the sale of beer Hughes had 
already organized the Gulf Brew- 
ing Co,, and had his lager on sale 
all over the Southwest before his 
rivals got a start. This enterprise 
is said to have added handsome 
profits to his inherited fortune. 
But it much not be imagined that 
he has invariably been successful. 
He is declared to have dropped a 
considerable sum in a theatrical 
chain on the Pacific Coast, and to 
have lost a million before he de- 
cided to close a $500,000 experi- 
mental laboratory which was built 
for his Multicolor Films, Inc. His 
explanation was that he was too 
early in the field of cinema color 
photography, which has since

Returns for Part He Had in 1919 and 1921. 


opera singers comes tomorrow night in the presentation of “Chimes 


Myers ses OPERA’S annual production of light opera with grand 


of Normandy” as the seventh show of the season. Revived fror 
the repertory of 17 years ago, “Chimes of Normandy” occupies the place 
among this season’s selections that “The Bartered Bride” did last year 
and “The Bohemian Girl” the year before that. 

For its grand opera singers, the opera has engaged George Rasely, 
Lucielle Browning and Ruby Mercer, all with experience at the Metro- 
politan in New York; Eugene Loewenthal and Frederick Schweppe, rec- 
ognized artists with operatic groups and symphony orchestras over the 
country. Of especial note also is the return of Frank Moulan, high fa- 
vorite of the opera’s early years, who has not appeared in Forest Park 
since 1923. Moulan has the role of the miser, Gaspard, which he took 
in the 1919 and 1921 productions of “Chimes of Normandy.” 

The two newcomers in the cast are Miss Browning and Schweppe 


A native of North Carolina, a for- 
mer student at the Julliard School 
and pupil of Madame Marcella Sem- 
brich, Miss Browning made her 
Metropolitan debut three years ago 
and has sung in more than 80 per- 
formances there since then. A 
mezzo-soprano, she has the roman- 
tic role of Germaine in “Chimes of 
Normandy.” 

Schweppe, baritone who sings op- 
posite her as the Marquis of Corne- 
ville, is a graduate of Syracuse Uni- 
versity, former head of the depart- 
ment of music at Valparaiso Univer- 
sity and has been a guest artist 
with various musical organizations. 

Rasely, who will be remembered 
as the stuttering Vashek in “The 
Bartered Bride” and for his work 
as soloist with the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra in Beethoven’s 
“Ninth Symphony” last winter, is 
cast as the fisherman, Jean Greni- 
cheux, with more opportunity to 
display his tenor voice than in “The 
Bartered Bride.” 

Miss Mercer comes back from 
Hollywood, where she is under con- 
tract, to play Serpolette, the village 
harum-scarum. She previously was 
here in the seasons of 1935 and 
1936. Loewenthal sang the part of 
Kezal, the marriage broker, in “The 
Bartered Bride” and now is cast as 
the Sheriff. 

Frederic Persson as the notary 
and Earle MacVeigh as the regis- 
trar have comic roles. Minor cast 

assignments go to Annamary Dick- 
ey, Lori Trivers and Marcella Uhl.

composer, wrote the music of 

“Chimes of Normandy.” The 
score, created by Planquette when 
he was 27 years old, is filled with 
rondos, duets and arias for the prin- 
cipal characters. There also are 
many ensemble numbers for the 
Municipal Opera chorus. 

The most popular songs are “All 
Who For Servants,” “They Say,” 
“T May Be a Princess,” ‘“Barcar- 
ollie,” “Legend of the Bells,” “With 
Joy My Heart,” “Tho’ They May 
Not Pursue Me,” ‘T'll Shut My 
Eyes,” “Not a Ghost at All,” “Silent 
Heroes,” “Oh, Dear,” “Love, Honor, 
Happiness,” “There She Goes,” “Ci- 
der Song” and “’Tis She.” 

The opera was first produced at 
the Follies Dramatiques, Paris, on 
April 19, 1877, the year Planquette 
wrote it. The book and well-turned 
rhyming lyrics were by Clairville 
and Babet. At its‘first showing the 
comic opera was considered a fail- 
ure, but audiences steadily grew 
at each performance and the im- 
mortal work achieved a run of 400 
consecutive nights. Since then it 
has been given some 10,000 times, 
throughout the world. 

There are three acts in the play 
and three settings. Raymond So- 
vey, art director, has designed a 
village of Normandy during the 
reign of Louis XV. The first act 
shows the village square; act two 
takes place in the ruined chateau 
of Corneville, and the final act in 
the garden of the restored chateau.

The Marquis 
of Corneville has returned to his 
native town after an absence of 
many years. The village gossips are 
discussing scandals about Serpo- 
lette who arrives just in time to 
vindicate -hersc!f by turning the 
tables on her traducers. Gaspard 
has a plan for marrying his niece, 
Germaine, to the Sheriff, but the 
young lady objects, telling him that 
if she must wed she feels it aer 
duty to marry Grenicheux in grati- 
tude for once saving her life. To 
fly from the vengeance of Gaspard 
and the Sheriff, she and Grenicheux 
become servants of the Marquis. 

Ghosts are reported to be roam- 
ine the Castle of Corneville. The 
Marquis soon discovers that it is 
old Gaspard, who, when found out, 
goes crazy through fear of losing 
the treasures he has concealed 
there. Later the castle is restored 
to its former splendor and the Mar- 
quis is giving a fete to which he in- 
. yvites the villagers, including he 
crazy Gaspard. Serpolette is there, 
as a fine lady, with Grenicheux as 
her factotum. After a love scene 
between the Marquis and Germaine, 
it is discovered that the latter is the 
rightful heiress and true claimant 
to the title of Marchioness. The 
story comes to a fitting conclusion 
with the betrothal of the Marquis 
and Germaine. 

As its eight offering of the year, 
Municipal Opera will present thie 
original Ziegfeld musical comedy, 
“Rosalie,” beginning Monday night, 
July 25. The show has never been 
given at the outdoor theater before.

One speaks, naturally, of 
crime on the screen. The pictures 
deal so constantly with bars and 
bullets that a man who goes to all 
the shows all the time is apt to 
see them in his sleep. He lives in 
a two-color world, the colors of 
gun-smoke and gore. And the run 
of July 15-22, Anno Domini 1938, is 
certainly no exception. 

Gangs, guns and prisons, with 
carefully meted dashes of mystery, 
popular psychiatry and comic re- 
lief, are writ large across all the 
first-run screens. They figure in 
the show of most interest to the 
fastidious, a piece iifted above it- 
self, not to mention an audible 
fraction of its audience, by the 
bold and sensitive hand of its di- 
rector, Fritz Lang, and equally in 
the film that offers the most fun 
to the most people, “Fast Com- 
pany,” at Loew’s. 

In “Fast Company” Melvyn 
Douglas tries his hand again at 
summer sleuthing and connubial 
coquetry. The combination is rea- 
sonably familiar by this time, but 
he does rather well at it. For one 
thing, Florence Rice motivates the 
domestic elements pretty plaus- 
ibly. 

Douglas is a dealer in rare books. 
There is a racket in the rare book 
business, or rather a ring of thieves. 
And there is a sinister dealer with 
a beautiful daughter, not to men- 
tion a dangerous secretary. And 
then there is a murder. Melvyn 
had been able to lay his hand on 
some of the stolen books, but lay- 
ing hands on the murderer is a 
different thing, especially when the 
murderer’s pals are ready, nay will- 
ing, to lay anything on him from a 
pistol-butt up.

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IMPROVED-DESIGN OF PLYM- 
outh cars in the past ofur years 
has reduced wind resistance by 16 
per cent, comparative tests in a 
new wind tunnel at the factory re- 
veal, according to D. 8. Eddins, 
president of Plymouth, “That 
means more than an extra mile 
to the gallon of gasoline to the aver- 
age motorist,” Eddins said. “For 
example, we find that the latest 
Plymouth model, with its 82 h. p, 
engine, uses only 12 horsepower 
when cruising along at 40 miles per 
hour. Today, our cars require four 
h. p. less to overcome wind re- 
sistance of 60 m. p. h., or with a 
car traveling 60 m. p. h. against 
a 20-mile wind, making a total wind 
resistance of 80 m. p. h., nearly nine 
horsepower less is required, All this 
is directly reflected in gasoline sav- 
ing. The new wind tunnel pro- 
duced wind velocities up to 110 
miles per hour in continuous flow. 
The blast is produced by a six-foot 
adjustable-pitch propellor with four 
blades. Exact scale models of cars 
are tested in ‘the tunnel to de- 
termine wind resistance at all pos- 
sibe speeds under every possible 
condition. Engineers measure not 
only the direct wind forces opposing 
the car, but also other forces such 

end to lift the car or push it 
sidéways. The devices register six 
different components of resistance 
at one time. 


THE AIRPLANE WHICH HOW- 
ard Hughes used on his around- 
the-world flight the past week was 
equipped with Goodrich tires on its 
landing gear, the B. F. Goodrich 
Co. notes. The tires underwent ex- 
ceptional strains, for the plane was 
heavily overloaded to a total weight 
of 25,600 pounds and they nad to 
stand terrific impacts in taking off 
and landing. In fact, the weight 
of the plane was so great, that the 
tail wheel bracket was smashed 
when the wheel hit a hole in taking 
off from New York for the start of 
the flight. It was this damage 
which tne French mechanics said 
could not be repaired in a hurry 
rbut was quickly remedied by Ed 
Lund, the flight engineer, with the 
help of a United States Army me- 
chanic. The tires took the abuse 
and were in as good shape after 
the final landing in New York as 
when the plane started on its rec- 
ord-making flight.

A- TEST OF THE BENDIX 
Hydraulic stabilizing system, de- 
signed to prevent accidents in cases 
of tire blowouts, was made Wednes- 
day at Curtis-Steinberg Airport on 
the concrete runways. A car fit- 
ter with a which could 
be fired at any time to blow out 
a tire was used in the tests, the 
drivers for which were John McGin- 
nis of the Shell Corporation, and 
Harold Reising of the Downey 
Equipment Co., 2005 Locust, ‘the 
distributer. E. A. Downey, head of 
the distributer, and L, F. Siegel of 
the same firm, were in charge of the 
demonstration. Half a dozen runs 
were made at speeds of 50 to 70 
miles per hour, a right front tire 
being blown out each time and the 
driver having no difficulty in keep- 
ing the car running in a straight 
line. The stabilizer, which is easily 
attached to the front end of a car, 
acts instantly to hold the car true 
to its course. In several of the 
runs, the drivers lifted their hands 
from the wheel as the tire blew 
out, and the car ran steadily in a 
straight line. To conclude the dem- 
onstration, the car was run over 
sandbags to show that the stabiliz- 
er would hold it running straight 
despite the jolt and jar to the steer- 
ing system, The stabilizer acts the 
same way no matter which .one of 
the four tires on a car blows out. 
It does not interfere with normal 
steering, helps to absorb and con- 
trol ordinary road shocks, and re- 
quires no especial attention. it 
comes in sizes for equipping cars 
up to 4550 pounds weight, trucks 
and buses of 4550 to 10,000 pounds 
and vehicles weighing 10,000 to 
65,000 pounds. 

THAT ALL PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
should include a standardized sys- 
them of traffic education in their 
courses is suggested by E. J. Poage 
director of advertiisng and mer- 
chandising for the Dodge division 
of the Chrysler Corporation. “The 
lessons which such system of traf- 
fic education might provide,” Poag 
says, “could be made extremely 
simple; in the lower grades they 
might even be given the form of 
play such as crossroads puzzles and 
the like. The instruction would 
serve its purpose if it were to some 
extent patterned after the traffic 
regulations which police depart- 
ments use as basis for driving- 
license examinations.

But with 
the ‘New Driver’ sign on the car, 
I have found other motorists to be 
much more considerate. As a re- 
sult, he gains confidence much 
more quickly.”

DR. M. E. BARON DISCUSSES 
PREVALENCE OF TRICHINOSIS 


In Radio Talk, He Urges That Care 
Be Taken in Cooking of 
Pork Products. 

Trichinosis, an infectious disease 
common to persons eating raw or 
insufficiently cooked pork, has in- 
creased steadily since 1931, and it 
has been estimated that 16,000,000 
persons in the United States are 
infected with the disease, Dr. M. E. 
Baron, diagnostician with the St. 
Louis Health Division, said in a ra- 
dio talk yesterday. 

He pointed out that there was a 
definite seasonal fluctuation of the 
disease, the peak coming in the 
winter and the subsidence in the 
summer. This parallels the num- 
ber of slaughtered and consumed 
hog products, he said. 

As a prevention against trichino- 
sis the United States Bureau of An- 
imal Industry recommends the 
cooking of the products at a tem- 
perature up to 137 degrees Fahren- 
heit, or freezing them at minus 1§ 
degrees centigrade. Dr. Baron also 
recommended that ee) for hogs 
be cooked.

YELLOWSTONE LAKE 
STILL MYSTERY 


=t | Lost Lake on Official Maps 
Cannot Be Found—Hot 
Springs Renew Activity. 


Losing car keys or collar buttons 
are minor incidents in comparison 
with losing a lake, said to be half 
a mile long, but that is what has 
happened at Yellowstone National 
Park, 

All official maps of the park give 
conspicuous position to Lost Lake, 
a body of water within walkirtg dis- 
tance of the continental divide 
highway from Old Faithful geyser 
to West Thumb. The lake, how- 
ever, nas not been seen since 1921. 

Bureau of Public Roads engineers, 
surveying for the new highway, did 
not find the lake nor have forest 
mapping crews. Fishermen, noticing 
on the map what they think to be 
a choice fishing spot, have inquired 
about the pond. .Some of them have 
even set out to find it. But it 
still) has not been found. 

On the topograpnic maps the lake 
is shown about a mile southwest 
of the point where the highway 
crosses the continental divide and 
at an elevation of 8400 feet. Old 
timers report having fished there 


-iwith great success. 


It ig thought. tnat at the time 
the mapping crews visited the area 
there may have been a lake which 
has since dried up or that the lake 
may exist only during the wet 
spring and early summer season. 
There is also a possibility that the 
mapperse may have confused Lost 
Lake with some other body of water 
nearby. Whatever the solution, the 
loss of Lost Lake is still a mystery 
that cannot be answered until some 
one finds either the lake or the 
point where it once was located. 
New Hot Springs. 

Increased activity of the hot 
springs on the huge Mammoth Hot 
Springs terraces in the park has 
brought about a more colorful dis- 
play than seen in several years. 
Pools on Jupiter and Main terraces 
have stepped up their water flow,

formed terraces and acquired more 
brilliant coloring. 

Blue spring, after being quiet 
for several months, has started 
anew with increased intensity and 
is now one of the most striking 
in the region. Cleopatra, too, is 
far stronger than in several years. 

Summit Basin which became in- 
active in 1885, began to flow again 
in 1935 and stopped during the 
spring of 1938. But between Sum- 
mit Basin and Mound, one of the 
larger springs, a new gusher has 
appeared. The new activity may 
be a correction of “the flow of 
Summit Basin. 

Wild Life Increasing. 

Wild life in the forest interior 
of the park is increasing. The lat- 
est park game census, taken by 
rangers, lists only 520 black bears 
and 290 grizzlies, but the report 
shows 14,300 elk and this figure 
does not include the portion of the 
20,000 Jackson Hole herd, part of 
which ranges during the summer 
in Yellowstone. Also shown on the 
census are 900 deer, 800 buffalo, 
800 antelope, 700 moose, and 200 
Roc*.y Mountain bighorn sheep. 
Some 40 of the bison herd were 
recently moved to the large Ante- 
lope Creek pasture where they may 
be seen grazing in the broad valley 
just as they did before white men 
entered the west. Deer, antelope, 
moose, and elk,may be observed 
by almost everyone inasmuch as 
the animals often graze or browse 
along the roadsides.

FORT HENRY 10 BE 


Historic Ontario Fortress Now 
a Museum and Monument 
to Peace. 


‘ 


Kingston Harbor in Ontario, has 
been rebuilt and will be opened to 
the public during the first week in 
August, coincident with the Kings- 
ton Centenary. 

. Early in the last century with 
war threatening Canada the fort- 
ress was a protection to the pros- 
perous little town. With the pass- 
ing of years, however, it fell into 
disuse and grass and weeds grew 
in the chincks of the hand-hewn 
limestone blocks and the crumbling 
mortar made the fort a danger to 


menace to invading forces, 
Stone by stone the fortress has 
been taken down and rebuilt to 


peaceful era. Guns that disappeared 
to grace the entrances to parks 
and other sites have been  re- 
placed. Others have been dredged 
from battleships sunk long years 
ago in Navy Bay. Living quar- 
ters have been rehabilitated. Uten- 
sils and furniture of the period |™™ 
have been collected and arranged in 
the various rooms. The entire fort, 
with its museum and all attrac- 
tions has been put in order and 
soon will be opened to the pub- 
lic, 
Opens in August. 

The formal opening will coincide 
with the Centenary celebration of 
the City of Kingston during the 
first week of August. Several cen- 
turies have passed since Frontenac, 
his soldiers and Indians, established 
here a fort and trading post, but 
it is only one century since Kings- 
ton itself became an incorporated 
town. For three days a pageant 
will picture many of the historical 
events which have happened in this 
old Ontario town. 

Coincident with the Kingston 
Centenary will be the opening of 
the Thousand Islands bridge be- 
tween Canada and the United 
States. Visitors entering Canada 
by the new bridge will fi Fort 
Henry just 21 miles west oF the 
Canadian bridgehead. The fort, 
after its formal opening, will be 
staffed by competent guides, thor- 
oughly familiar with the history 
of the fort and its neighborhood. 
The grim old relic now becomes a 
museum, an oddity of another day, 
but one which points the way to 
how Sites Mae tt may learn 
how to live side by side in peace 
and security. \ 


CUNARD LINER MAURETANIA 
TO BE LAUNCHED JULY 28 


The launching date for the Cu- 
nard White Star liner Mauretania, 
said to be the largest ship built in 
England, has been set for July 28. 
The cradle in which the giant hull 
rests is being stripped of appen- 
dages and everything is being made 
ready so that the new liner may be 
easily water-borne in the River 
Mersey at Birkenhead. 

The new liner, which will be in 
service for the opening of the New 
York World’s Fair and the San 
Francisco Exhibition; has a number 
of innovations in the tourist and 
third-class sections. The majority 
of public rooms will be air-condi- 
tioned and the dining rooms in 
cabin and tourist class will run the 
entire width of the ship. 

The wireless communication sys- 
tem, sound-reproducing machinery, 
direction-finding and deep-sea 
sounding apparatus embody the 
latest in electrical research. The 
ship is to be so wired that radio 
programs may be picked up from 
any land station on either side of 
the ocean and rebroadcast through- 
out the ship.

‘BELT TO PAY 
$400,000 IN INTEREST 


Road Authorized to Meet Obii- 
gation on First Mortgage 
Bond Certificates. 


Authority to pay semi-annual in- 
terest of $400,000 which became due 
May 1 on $20,000,000 of first mort- 
gage bond certificates was granted 
by United States District Judge 
Charles B. Davis yesterday to Trus- 
tee Berryman Henwood of the Cot- 
‘ton Belt’ Railroad, in reorganiza- 
tion. 

The trustee, after obtaining au- 
thority in April to qmit the pay- 
ment on the ground the railroad 
had insufficient cash to make it 
and still have a margin of safety 
for other obligations, informed the 
court on June 17 that improved 
business conditions justified pay- 
ment. In authorizing: the omission, 
Judge Davis had directed the trus- 
tee to report further before expira- 
tion of a 90-day period of grace. 

In his decision yesterday Judge 
Davis ruled that the only issues 
were whether cash on hand justi- 
fied the payment and whether it 
was in the best interests of the 
trusteeship. All the certificates, in 
three groups under mortgages cov- 
ering properties of the Cotton Belt 
and two subsidiaries, were. direct 
obligations of the Cotton Belt, he 


ruled, sustaining contention of the |: 


trustee that all issues in respect 
to the mortgage had been adjudi- 
cated in 1936. 

The Guaranty Trust Co. of New 
York, trustee under the Cotton 
Belt’s first terminal and unifying 
(third) mortgage, and a committee 
representing holders of unifying 
bonds opposed payment of interest 
on $10,105,000 of the first mortgage 
certificates, secured. by mortgage 
on the two subsidiary properties, 
on the ground the subsidiaries had 
suffered annual deficits from 1932 
through 1937. 

A. H. Kiskadden and Carleton 8, 
Hadley, counsel for the trustee, had 
informed the court that all reor- 
ganization plans filed with the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission con- 
templated that the first mortgage 
remain undisturbed and that if 
there were a default under the 
mortgage nearly three years’ work 
on reorganization would be wasted.

BOYS 10 BUILD KITES 


FOR CITY TOURNAMENT 


Contests Aug. 10 to Include 
Highest Flyer and String- 
Cutting Battle. 


Construction of kites for a city- 
wide tournament to be held Aug. 


10, will begin next week by boys 
enrolled at 68 public school play- 
grounds. The tournament, first of 
its kind to be held here, will be 
at a field adjacent to Mallinckrodt 
School, 6012 Pernod avenue. 

The contests will be open to any 
boy less than 16 years old who 
has registered at a playground. 
The events will include a kite bat- 
tle and contests for the highest Tfly- 
er, strongest puller, prettiest kite 
judged in the air and a 100-yard 
dash.

NEEDS AT BIG OAK PARK’ 


State Officials Expected to 
Confer Soon on Plan for 
Developing Tract. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHARLESTON, Mo., July 16.—In 
full legal possession of the State 
since Thursday, Big Oak State 
Park, 20 miles south of Charleston, 
in Mississippi County, awaits devel- 
opment plans. 


An immediate need, in the opinion, 


of the sponsors of this newest public 
reservation, is a substantial, per- 
manent fence to keep souvenir 
hunters and vandals away from the 
Big Oak, largest oak tree in Mis- 
souri, and one of the largest of its 
kind in the country. 

Since the beginning of the suc- 
cessful civic movement for preser- 
vation of tree- growing out of an 
article in the Post-Dispatch last 
September which called attention 
to its prospective destruction in log- 
ging operations, an increasing num- 
ber of visitors have found their 
way through the woods to the Big 
Oak, and many of them have torn 
strips of bark from it. Sponsors 
of the park arranged a temporary 
fence last autumn. 

Plans for development of the park 
have not been made yet, Irwin T. 
Bode, director of the State Conser- 
vation Commission and member of 
the State Park Board, said today. 
He was of the opinion a conference 
of the board, in which his col- 
leagues are Gov. Stark and Attor- 
ney-General Roy McKittrick, and 
the commission would be the first 
step in making plans. Funds for 
work on the park are not available 
now, and he does not know when 
they will be. It has not been decid- 
ed whether the park will be purely 
a timber preserve, a game refuge, 
a recreation center or a combina- 
tion of all. 

Gov. Stark suggsted last autumn 
that a C C C camp might be ob- 
tained to carry out development 
work. 

Three-Quarter-Mile Road Needed. 

A road at least three-quarters of 
a mile long, to reach the center of 
the park from a nearby State farm- 
to-market road, will be required. 
Presumably the State Highway 
Commission would be authorized to 
build it as a park spur, but a de- 
partment spokesman said there was 
no appropriation available for the 
work now. Construction by the 
W FP A and the county also has 
been suggested. There is a 100-foot 
right-of-way for half a mile, to the 
edge of the park. 

The Big Oak’s age is estimated at 
380 years, but August P. Beilmann, 
arboriculturist at Shaw’s Garden, 
St. Louis, has declared that it was 
still growing, gaining a quarter of 
an inch in girth annually, and with 
proper care and treatment would 
live for another century. 

While it may require some sur- 
gery, it is in good health and well 
foliaged. It stands 128 feet, 10 
inches high; the first branch is 52 
feet above ground, and the diam- 
eter is 6 feet 5 inches, at a point 
4% feet above ground, where the 
circumference is 21 feet 1 inch. A 
foot above ground the diameter is 
about 10 feet The crown has a 
spread of 135 feet. The tree is of 
the bur or mossycup variety. 

Seventy-five yards away is an- 
other fine old oak, almost as large 
and even more symmetrical. It is 
a region of large forest growth, 
with a thick, shady canopy over- 
head, little undergrowth and no 
tall weeds. Other trees in the vi- 
cinity include the cypress, oaks of 
other groups, sycamore, cotton- 
wood, hickory, pecan, ash, hack- 
berry, gum, elm, persimmon and 
willow. Many of them are two feet 
in diameter. 

80 Acres of Virgin Timber. 

The central 80-acre tract of the 
park, containing the Big Oak, is 
virgin timber and will be pre- 
served as such. This was the sec- 
tion which cost $8000, of which the 
Park Board and Conservation Com- 
mission each put up $3000 and Ja- 
cob L. Babler os St. Louis $2000. 
Lying to the west, southwest and 
northwest of this unit are tracts 
totaling 240 acres, shown on the 
sponsors’ plat as virgin forest, 
whose farmer owners retained the 
right to remove merchantable tim- 
ber during the next five years. 
There is a strip of road right-of- 
way, north of the Big Oak, 75 feet 
by three-quarters of a mile; also 
shown in virgin timber, which 
must be felled when the road is 
built. 

The remaining 680 acres of the 
park consists of cutover land, from 
which loggers have removed the 
merchantable timber. However, 
this is largely cevered now with 
smaller trees spared by the lumber- 
men, and some new growth. Some 
of the trees there now are more. 
than 20 feet high and almost a 
foot in diameter. With protection, 
in time this portion of the park 


INew oe Museum 
To Trace Navy’s History 


Work on Structure to Start This Summer— 
Athletic Association and Naval Insti- 
tute Provide Funds.

dream of officials of the | United 


States Naval Academy for almost 
two decades will come true this 
summer when work will be started 
on a building for the United States 
Naval Academy Museum. Con- 
structed with funds donated by the 
Navy Athletic Association and the’ 
United States Naval Institute, the 
museum is expected to be dedicat- 
ed in June, 1939. 

For years the academy has been 
receiving naval relics of historical 
and inspirational value, but has 
lacked suitable space to. display 
them. Some have been ¢rowded into 
five recitation rooms in Maury Hall, 
and others have been placed in 
available space in other buildings, 
but in the new building they will 
be exhibited in deserving style. 
Eventually the museum is expect- 
ed to become comparable to the 
great naval museums in London 
and on the continent. 

Although it will be part of the 
Naval Academy, in many respects 
the museum will be a national na- 
val museum; yet it is not expected 
to conflict with an ambitious proj- 
ect of the Navy Historical Founda- 
tion for a large national naval mu- 
seum at Washington. The Academy 
museum will serve primarily as in- 
spiration for Annapolis midship- 
men, 

Curator Seeks Gifts, 

Capt. H. A. Baldridge, appointed 
first full-time curator of the Acad- 
emy museum last December, has 
started to seek as gifts for the mu- 
seum objects related to American 
naval history. 

The new building, Capt. Bald- 
ridge announced, will be inside the 
main entrance to the Academy 
grounds between the Officers’ Club 
and Sampson Hall. .It will be 105 
feet wide and 75 feet deep, although 
later additions may make it deeper, 
and the front will be built on a 
line with Mahan and Maury Halls, 
It has been designed in conformity 
with the other Academy buildings 
by F. W. Southworth, architect of 
the Bureau of Yards and Docks of 
the Navy, who also désigned Mel- 
ville Hall and haa had general su- 
pervision over Naval Academy 
architecture for more than 20 years. 

Donations Total $200,000.

OST modern hospitals have supposedly fool- 
roof systems of identification of new-born 
ies.

OHN HENRY SEADLUND died in the electric 
chair early Thursday in Chicago's big Cook 
County jail, but the viciousness that had made 

J. Edgar ver describe him as the most danger- 
ous man Hoover's F. B. I. agents ever met had died 
in the months he spent in jail awaiting the end. 

The slim desperado with the sardonic, bitter 
face and the roe glare, who had brutally mur- 
dered Charles S. Ross, retired greeting card manu- 
facturer, after kidnaping him and chainirig him, 
starving, in filthy holes in the ground for two 
weeks; who had shot his confederate, James Grey, 
six times and buried him with Ross; who, after 
being arrested, had lashed out at an F. B. I. agent 
with his manacles and kicked a news photogra- 
pher in the face—this wild animal had turned into 
a pale frightened youth with weakly twisting 
mouth and groping eyes, who forced a dim smile 
when he heard the date set for his end. 

Seadlund, a 27-year-old Minnesota lumberjack 
and bank-robber, was the fifth man to die under 
the Federal kidnaping law passed in 1932. He was 
traced through ransom currency and arrested at a 
Los Angeles race-track last J aay four months 
after the kidnaping. He conf , surrendered 
$38,000 of the $50,000 ransom money, took Hoover 
and his agents to the Wisconsin woods dugout 
where the two bodies were hidden, pleaded guilty 
and received the death penalty from a jury.

REYHOUND which last year traveled a mile in the fastest time ever 
made by a trotting horse—one minute 56 seconds—began his 1938 cam- 
paign July 4 by winning a stake race at North Randall, Cleveland, Ohio, 

in track-record time and setting a new world record of 26-45 seconds for a 
quarter-mile in one of the heats. It was the fastest quarter ever timed in a har- 
ness race, and it was Greyhound’s fourteenth world record.
